IN  the  village  churchyard  of  Broadchalke,  amid  the  downs  of  Wilt- 
shire, a  granite  boulder,  surmounted  by  a  small  cross  of  old  British 
type,  bears  the  above  inscription,  and  marks  the  resting-place  of 
one  who,  having  "  in  a  short  time  fulfilled  a  long  time,"  was  early 
called  to  his  rest 

Its  motto  serves  to  remind  the  passer-by  of  principles  which  he 
held  dear,  and  which  formed  the  key-note  of  his  teaching.

A  divine  of  the  Anglican  Church,  Rowland  Williams  combined 
with  strong  prepossession  in  favour  of  her  doctrine  and  ritual, 
an  earnest  love  of  Truth,  and  claimed  the  right  of  perfect  freedom 
in  all  literary  investigation  of  the  contents  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 
This  caused  him  to  become  involved  in  the  theological  contro- 
versies with  which  his  name  is  now  associated.  But  while 
controversy  was  the  accident  of  his  life,  being  the  result  of  circum- 
stances in  which  he  was  placed,  he  did  not  love  it  for  its  own 
sake,  and  the  characteristics  of  the  keen  controversialist  were  not 
those  which  alone  or  even  chiefly  belonged  to  him.  Of  other 
features  which  might  be  enumerated  as  finding  place  in  his  very 
varied  character,  most  striking  was  the  strong  devotional  feeling 
and  deep  spirituality  which  overshadowed  and  pervaded  his  whole 
life. 

He  was  thereby  led  especially  to  turn  his  thoughts  to  the 
consideration  of  prayer,  in  its  relation  both  to  philosophy  and 
ethics. 

Regarding  prayer  as  the  "ultimate  test  of  theology"  he  would 
often  ask  of  different  theological  systems,  "  How  will  this  bear 
being  prayed  out?"  In  his  own  teaching  he  laid  great  stress  upon 
man's  need  of  communion  with  the  Father  of  his  spirit,  both  at  set 
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times,  and  in  set  forms,  as  well  as  in  the  more  constant  aspiration 
of  a  devout  life.  He  also  held  that  between  prayer  and  a  logical 
belief,  there  should  ever  be  an  increasing  measure  of  harmony. 

The  endeavour  to  embody  prayerful  thoughts  in  suitable  words 
— at  once  sober  and  fervent — was  a  favourite  and  frequent  occupa- 
tion. As  a  boy  at  Eton,  and  an  undergraduate  at  Cambridge,  he 
was  fond  of  composing  prayers;  and  of  late  years  the  habit  seemed 
to  become  to  him  in  itself,  as  it  were,  an  act  of  devotion,  and  he 
was  wont  to  give  some  minutes  daily,  usually  the  first  thing  in  the 
morning,  to  revising  or  writing  prayers.  Some  of  these  have  already 
been  published,*  and  others  still  remain. 

He  was  engaged  about  the  present  book  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  one  of  the  last  wishes  he  expressed  was  that  it  should  be 
published. 

The  MS.  breaks  off  abruptly  in  the  middle  of  the  prayers  "  At 
an  Eucharist/'  and  forms  Part  I.  of  this  volume,  showing  how  far  he 
had  himself  completed  the  work  It  comprises  Litanies,  Psalms, 
Prayers,  and  Creeds,  arranged  anew  from  ancient  sources,  and  iri

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part  from  those  compiled  by  Bishop  Andrewes,  but  so  much  revised 
as  to  become  in  great  measure  original,  and  some  of  them  I  believe 
are  entirely  so.  The  fragmentary  readings  under  the  heads  of 
"  Counsel "  and  "  Story"  while  showing  incompleteness,  give  an  idea 
of  what  had  been  further  intended. 

I  have  continued  the  "  Eucharistic  Prayers  "  from  Dr.  Williams' 
interlined  copy  of  "Ancient  Collects"  Ed.  I.,  and  have  placed  them 
in  Part  II.,  together  with  the  rest  of  these  revised  Collects,  on  the 
fly-leaf  of  which  he  had  written,  " I  should  like  this  book,  and  if  it 
may  be,  some  other  of  my  Revised  Prayers,  especially  the  later,  pub- 
lished after  my  death,  if  not  before"  I  think  it,  however,  evident 
that  had  he  completed  the  MS.  himself,  these  Collects  would  have 
undergone  still  further  revision  and  arrangement. 

In  Part  III.  I  have  added  some  Miscellaneous  Meditations  and 
Prayers,  found  among  his  papers,  believing  them  to  be  his  own.  If 
I  am  mistaken  about  any  of  them,  I  shall  be  glad  to  be  informed. 
Of  these,  the  "  Meditations  on  God's  Lazv,"  and  one  or  two  of  the 
prayers,  appear  to  be  of  an  earlier  date  than  the  rest ;  but,  though 
of  his  early  prayers  generally,  he  says,  "//  is  no  use  printing- 
them','  it  is  thought  that  these  are  worth  preserving,  and  may  be  an 
exception. 
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In  carrying  out  my  husband's  wish,  and  publishing  these  Litanies, 
I  indulge  the  hope  that  they  may  tend  to  supply  a  want  felt,  I 
believe  by  many,  who  desire  help  towards  a  spiritual,  but  at  the 
same  time  a  reasonable  service,  and  (in  some  of  his  own  words) — 

"  To  those  who  worship  the  ETERNAL  SPIRIT  in  spirit  and 
in  truth ,  and  desire  to  offer  daily  the  oblation  of  reason,  or 
service  of  the  mind"

3  Let  Thy  mysterious  providence  be  a  faithful  guidance,  sending 
angels  of  peace  as  guardians  of  soul  and  body,  to  encamp  around 
us,   and    ever  prompt  what  is   wholesome,   for  Thy  mercy's  sake, 
O    Lord. 

4  Grant  us  free  pardon  and  remission  of  all  sins  and  offences, 
since  Thou  art  merciful,  O  Lord.

29  Show  me,  O  Lord,  the  way  I  should  walk  in  ;  for  I  lift  up  my 
soul  unto  Thee. 
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30  Deliver  me,  O  Lord,  for  I  flee  unto  Thee:  let  not  my  days  be 
spent  in  vanity,  nor  my  years  in  sorrow. 

31  Teach  me  to  do   the  thing  that  pleaseth  Thee,  for  Thou  art 
my  God  :  lead  me  forth  into  the  land  of  righteousness,   for  Thou 
art  my  defender. 

32  Quicken   me,  O    Lord,   for  Thy    name's   sake,  and   for    Thy 
righteousness'  sake  bring  my  soul  out  of  trouble. 

33  Remove  from  me  foolish  thoughts,  and  turn  away  my  .eyes 
from  vanity;   let  mine  eyes  look  on  the  thing  that  is  upright,  and 
my  steps  be  straight  forward. 

34  Let  not  my  ears  be  quick  to  evil  sound,  but  be  open  to  the 
instruction  of  Thy  oracles. 

35  Let  my  speech  be  out  of  the  abundance  of  a  good  heart,  far 
from  anger  and  railing,  holy  and  reverent. 

36  Let  me  do  some  work,  which  may  be  accepted  in  Thy  mercy, 
though  unworthy  in  Thy  pure  sight. 

37  Bless  my  work  to  good,  to  the  fulness  of  which  it  is  capable, 
and  let  me  thank  Thee  for  it  with  joy  in  the  end. 

38  Into   Thy  hands    we  commend   our   spirit,  soul,   and    body, 
of    which     Thou     art     Creator,     Saviour,     Restorer,     a     God    of 
truth. 

39  Gather  with  us  for  good  all  that  belong  to  us,  kindred  and 
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friends,  children  or  pupils,  connections  and  poor  neighbours :  send 
Thy  blessing  upon  all,  and  put  strife  afar  from  us. 

40  Guard  us  from  evil  in  soul  and  body ;  guard  us  from  falling, 
and  present  us  without  spot,  in  the  presence  of  Thy  holiness,  as 
Thou  lookest  on  Thy  redeemed. 

41  Lord,  to  Thee  I  commit  my  going  out  and  my  coming  in  this 
day;  prosper  Thy  servant  as  Thou  wilt,  and  grant  him  mercy  in 
the  sight  of  them  that  meet  him. 

42  Give  Thy  strength  to  Thy  servant,  and  help  Thy  child,  who 
putteth  his  trust  in  Thee. 

43  Show  some  token  upon  me  for  good,  that  they  who  hate  me 
may  be  ashamed,  because  Thou,  Lord,  hast  holpen  me,  and  com- 
forted me. 
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|E  thank  Thee,   Lord,    for  the   day   that   is  gone:  make 
bright  to  us  the  evening  at  hand. 

2  When   life's   long  day  is   grey  with  evening,  make 
light  to  us  the  time  of  age. 

3  Cast  us  not  away  in  the  time  of  weakness  ;  but  be  our  strength 
and  our  friend  when  strength  faileth  us. 

4  Perfect  Thy  strength  in  us  ;  and  when  the  day  is  far  spent, 
lighten  Thou  our  darkness. 

5  We  then  remembering  that  as  day  and  night,  so  are  life  and 
death,  beseech  Thee  to  direct  our  life  till   it   close  in   peace,  and 
make  it  holy  and  acceptable,  sinless  and  shameless,  and  if  it  please 
Thee,  painless,  O  Lord. 

6  Gather  us  together,  Saviour,  with  Thy  faithful  and  Thy  chosen, 
when  Thou  wilt  and  as  Thou  wilt,  but  with  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience,  in  Thy  redeeming  love,  without  shame,  and  without  sin.

2 1  Deal  not  with  us  after  our  sin,  nor  reward  us  according  to  our 
iniquity ;  but  for  the  glory  of  Thy  Name  deliver  us  from  every  evil 
we  have  righteously  deserved. 

22  Vouchsafe,  Eternal  Father,  rest  to  our  weariness  ;  when  we 
are  weak  and  restless,  renew  our  strength. 

23  O    Keeper  of  all    pure  spirits,  who  neither  slumberest  nor 
sleepest,  lighten  our  eyes  with  Thy   light,  that  we  sleep  not  in 
death. 

24  Keep  us  from  all  terror  by  night,  and  from  the  pestilence  that 
walketh  in  darkness,  as  from  the  destruction  at  noonday. 

25  Give  us  rest,  as  from  toil,  so  from  every  evil  thought ;  and 
visit  us  with  visions  of  wisdom,  or  with  quiet  of  refreshment. 

26  From  all  illusion  of  fond  fancy  or  terror,  from  evil  remem- 
brance, and  evil  designing,  keep  us,  good  Lord. 
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27  Thou  in  whose  book  all  our  members  are  written,  grant  us 
wholesome  rest,  free  from  terror  and  burthen,  with  holy  trust  and 
peace. 

28  Thou  art  our  Maker  and  our  Judge,  but  also  our  Father, 
Saviour,  and  Friend  ;   deny  not  the  comfort  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  to 
Thy  children. 

29  Shelter  our   slumber  with  the  wing  of  Thy  pity ;    let   our 
awakening  be  in  good  time,  a  time  of  blessing  and  of  prayer. 

30  Early  in  the  morning  will  we  seek  Thee,  with  thanksgiving 
and  zeal  for  Thy  service. 

31  Into  Thy  hands,  O  Lord,  we  commend  ourselves,  our  spirits, 
souls,  and  bodies,  to  our  Maker,  Preserver,  Life-giver. 

32  Bless  with  us  every  friend,  benefactor,  and  connexion,  whom 
Thou  hast  granted  to  us  in  goodness,  and  bound  us  to  with  duty. 

33  Guard  our  lying  down,  and  our  rising  up,  henceforth,  Lord, 
and  for  ever. 

34  Let  me  remember  Thee  in  resting  ;  and  when  I  wake  up,  be 
present  with  Thee. 

35  I  will  lay  me  down  in  peace,  and  take  my  rest ;  for  Thou, 
Lord,  only,  makest  me  dwell  in  safety.

2   Glory  be  to  God,  the  Creator  of  light,  and  enlightener 
of  the  worlds. 

3  O   Thou  that  makest  both  light  and  darkness,  Thine  is  also 
the  light  invisible,  the  revelation  of  God  to  our  souls. 

4  All   writings   of  law,  and    oracles  of  prophets,    all    music    of 
Psalms,  and  instruction  of  Proverbs,  Hebrew  and  Gentile,  these  all 
are  rays  from  Thy  fountain,  Sun  invisible  and  spiritual,  with  whom 
is  no  night  for  ever. 
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5  God  is  the  Eternal,  who  shows  us  light :  bind  the  sacrifice  of 
our  hearts,  with  the  cords  of  good-will. 

6  Let  us  rise,  as  the  Truth  of  God  rises,  to  newness  of  life,  who 
can  bring  again  from  the  dead  those  who  are  buried  in  sorrow,  and 
slain  by  sin  ;  and  can  perfect  us  in  every  good  work,  to  do  His 
will,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever. 

7  Thou  that  ever  sendest  the  breath  of  good  thoughts  upon  them 
that  seek  Thee,  withdraw  not  Thy  presence  from  us,  but  renew  it 
in  us,  when  we  call  upon  Thee,  O  Lord. 

8  O  pitiful  and  long-suffering  Lord,  against  whom  we  have  so 
sinned,  we  conceal  nothing,  and   excuse  nothing,   but    seek   Thy 
forgiveness. 

9  When  we  perverted   that  which  was  right,  it  advantaged  us 
not ;  and  we  are  without  defence  when  we  destroy  ourselves. 

10  Unto   Thee,    O    God,    belongs    righteousness,    when   Thou 
judgest  ;  but  to  us  confusion  efface,  when  we  make  answer. 

1 1  And  now,  Lord,  what  is  our  hope,  if  any  hope  remain  to  us  ? 
our  hope  is  in  Thy  goodness,  that  Thou  wilt  blot  out  our  iniquities. 

12  Thou    knowest  whereof  we  are  made;  Thou    remembcrest 
that  we  are  but  dust. 

13  We    are    the    offspring   of  Thy   will,    on  whom  Thou    hast 
stamped  the  forecast  of  Thy  likeness. 
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14  We  are  sheep  of  Thy  pasture,  whom  Thou  hast  led  all  along, 
and  taught  to  trust  in  Thee. 

15  Destroy  not,  O  Lord,  the  work  of  Thine  own  hands  ;  let  not 
haters  of  good  rejoice  in  our  falling. 

1 6  Look  upon  the    face    of  Thy   children,   and,    in    the   abun- 
dance of  Thy  compassion,  find  a  propitiation  for  the  sins   of  the 
world. 

17  For  Thine  own  holy  Name's  sake,  beside  which  none  other 
under  heaven  is   given,   whereby  we  may  be    saved,   Father,    be 
merciful. 

1 8  By  the  tender  mercies  of  Him  who  is  from  everlasting,  and 
by  the  strong  crying  of  mankind  out  of  perplexity,  by  the  un- 
utterable plaints   of  Thy  own   mind   within  us,  striving  with   us, 
pleading  for  us,  make  Thyself  known  to  us  as  our  Saviour.

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disquieted   within  me  ?    return  unto  thy  rest  ;  for  the  Lord  is  thy 
deliverer. 

23  Lord,  rebuke   me  not  in  Thine  indignation,  neither  chasten 
me  in  Thy  displeasure  ;  Thou   knowest  my  desire,  my  groaning  is 
not  hidden  from  Thee.

26  Open  my  eyes  to  see,  and  strengthen  my  steps  to  walk  in 
the  way  of  Thy  commandments. 

27  Lord  God,  be  Thou  to  me  a  rock  of  strength,  and  let  me  love 
nothing,  and  trust  nothing,  in  comparison  of  Thee. 

28  Vouchsafe  to  enable  us  to  worship  and  serve  Thee,  in  truth 
of  spirit,  in  reverence  of  body,  in   blessing  of  lips  in  private  and 
public;  to  pay  honour  to  them  that  bear  rule  over  us,  by  obedience 
and  submission  ;  to  show  affection  to  our  own  by  carefulness  and 
providence  ;  to   cherish  our  wives  [or  lives]  in  sanctification  and 
honour  ;  to  have  our  behaviour  without   greediness,  content   with 
what  is  rightly  our  own  ;  to  speak  the  truth  in  love  ;  to  have  no 
pleasure   in  wrong,  not  to  desire  passionately,  not  to  go  after  evil 
thoughts. 
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29  But  grant  us  the  spirit  of  soberness  to  hedge  our  ways  with 
precautions;  to  bruise  the  serpent's  head;  to  remember  our  latter 
end ;  to  cut  off  the  beginnings  of  evil ;  to  be  temperate  and  pure  ; 
to  avoid  the  evil,  and  cleave  to  the  good ;  to  make  all  our  senses 
good  servants,  and  not  evil  masters;  to  give  ourselves  to  prayer, 
and  study  repentance  next  to  innocence  ;  and  may  Thy  holy 
Providence  fence  round  our  paths,  that  we  fall  not  into  evil,  and 
compel  us  in  Thy  service  to  be  saved.

32  The   Lord  bless  and   keep  us,   and   show   the   light   of    His 
countenance  upon  us,  and  be  merciful  to  us. 

33  The  Lord  hear  us  in  all  time  of  our  need,  and  watch  over  us, 
and  give  us  peace.  • 
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THOU  hope  of  all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  of  them 
that  remain  in  the  broad  sea  ; 

2  Thou  on  whom  our  fathers  hoped,  and  were  deli- 
vered ;    waited,  and  were  not  confounded  ; 

3  My  own  hope  from  my  youth,  and  from  my  mother's  breasts, 
be  Thou  my  portion  in  the  land  of  the  living, 

4  In   Thy  nature   and    Thy   names,  and   in  the    experience   of 
those   who  sought   Thee,  we  find   strength   to   lay  hold   upon,   O 
Lord. 

5  Thou  who  art  a  rock  and  a  refuge,  let  us  not  be  disappointed 
in  our  trust  in  Thee.

10  Defender  of  all  on  whom  Thou  pourest  out  Thy  gifts,  let 
Thy  love  be  a  perpetual  ransom  to  the  captive  and  distressed. 

11  Grant  that  all  Thy  children  calling  upon  Thee,  may  be  joined 
in  the  fellowship  of  one  Holy  Spirit. 

12  Remove  not  our  candlestick,  with  its  imperfect  light,  out  of 
its  place,  until  Thou  givest  us  better  light. 

1 3  Amend  whatever  truths  are  wanting,  establish  the  remains  of 
freedom,  ready  to  die. 

14  Lord  of  the  harvest,  send  forth  labourers  sufficient  to  reap  a 
harvest  of  souls.

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1 8  Break  the  power  of  the  tyrant  and  the  spoiler,  and  put   to 
shame  the  lips  of  them  that  rule  by  lies. 

19  Show  pity  upon  all  fallen  races,  and  establish  the  freedom  of 
nations  with  soberness,  and  make  wars  to  cease  in  all  the  earth. 

20  O  Thou  expectation  of  all  the  isles  of  the  ocean,  save  every 
country  in  which  we  dwell,  from  all  affliction,  danger,  dearth,  and 
need. 

2 1  Lord  of  lords,  and  Ruler  of  rulers,  let  law  prosper  with  right- 
ful rulers,  and  let  peace  and  freedom  be  multiplied. 

22  Let  those  be  chief  in  station,  who  are  chief  in  virtue  and  in 
Thy  fear,  and  teach  Thou  our  senators  wisdom. 

23  Give  to  the  courts  of  law  Thy  judgments,  to  judge  in  all  things 
without  preference  and  without  partiality. 

24  Thou  art  the  Lord  of  hosts,  both  of  heaven  and  of  earth,  de- 
fend evermore  the  right,  and  stay  the  fury  of  the  oppressor.

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37  Also  on  all  troubled  by  temptation  or  distraction,  the  sick 
in  soul  or  body,  the  hopeless  and  weak-hearted,  orphans,  widows, 
travellers,  women  with  child,  all  in  workhouses  and  prisons,  all  in 
hunger,  sorrow,  and  loneliness,  show  Thy  perpetual  pity,  O  Lord. 

38  Up  with  our  hearts ;  lift  them  higher ;  we  lift  them  up  unto 
the  Lord. 

39  It  is  meet  and  right,  in  all  things,  for  all  men,  in  joy  and 
sorrow,  alone  and  all  together,  to  remember  and  worship  Thee,  to 
trust  in  Thee,  and  praise  Thee,  Lord  and  Father,  King  and  God, 
fountain  of  life  and  immortality,  source  of  everlasting  good. 

40  Thee  all  the  heavens  hymn,  and  higher  spirits  praise,  crying 
to  each  other,  or  going  on  the  work  which  Thou  givest  them,  and 
so  perfecting  praise. 

41  Blessed  be  the  Dweller  of  Eternity,  my  strength  and  my 
deliverer,  my  salvation  and  my  refuge  for  ever.

34  Shine,  O  Lord,  on  those  who  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow 
of  death  ;  and  guide  their  steps  into  peace. 

35  Let  us  think  together  in  truth  ;  and  walk  together  in  peace. 

36  So  far  as  we  attain,  let  us  be  faithful,  with  humility  and  stead- 
fastness. 

37  O   bless   the  Eternal   and  Unspeakable,   for  His   Godhead, 
power,  and  providence ; 

38  Praise  Him  for  saving  and  inwardly  gifting  ;  for  adopting 
and  sending  us : 

39  Bless  Him  who  knows  our  thoughts,  and  suffers  in  our  suffer- 
ings, and  is  afflicted  in  our  afflictions. 
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40  He    mourns  over    His    likeness   marred :   wherever    truth    is 
trampled,  and  sorrow  wronged. 

41  Yet  by  His  breath  of  holiness  God  calls  to  His  chosen,  and 
consecrates  the  world  again. 

42  He  purifies  the  earth,  as  with  salt :  and   fashions  again   man- 
kind after  His  likeness. 

43  He  binds  men  honest  in  a  communion  of  truth  ;  He  says  to 
His  children  everywhere,  they  are  brethren. 

44  So  our  souls  rise  out  of  darkness  ;  we  become  children  of  the 
Eternal. 

45  Lord,    remember   to   crown   the   year   with   Thy   goodness, 
as  the  eyes  of  all  men  look  unto  Thee  for  food  in  its  season. 

46  Open    Thine  hand    with   blessing  from  above,   and   let  the 
fountains  of  the  deep  bring  forth  plenteousness. 

47  Thou  who  governest  in  their  courses  all  the  stars,  and  settest 
fast  the  strong  mountains  and  the  everlasting  hills, 

48  Take  away  pestilence  from  the  earth,  and  let  Thy  breezes 
bring  health,  and  summer  and  winter  interchange  gifts. 

49  Build   up    order    in    the    commonwealth,   and   establish    just 
government  and  law  in  freedom. 

50  Let    our   sons   grow  up   as  giants    of   the   forest,   and    our 
daughters  as  the  columns  of  a  fair  temple. 
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51  Let  us  not    mourn   over   decay,  nor  see   any   leading   into 
captivity;  neither  let  there  be  complaining  and  strife  in  our  streets. 

52  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  praised  in  man's  heart ;  unto  Thee  shall 
truth  be  spoken  among  all  nations. 

53  Thou    art  worthy   to   be   hailed,    All  Holy,  in  honour  and 
glory. 

54  Thou  that  hearest  prayer,  of  Thee  my  soul  has  need ;  unto 
Thee  the  world  comes. 

55  When  my  misdeeds  prevail  against  me,  be  Thou  merciful  ; 
let  me  have  cause  to  give  thanks  with  Thy  redeemed. 

56  Lord,  open  Thou  my  lips  with  goodness;  let  my  tongue  show 
forth  Thy  praise  with  power. 

57  For  all  the  gifts  I  have  received,  known  and  unknown,  gifts 
of  nature  and  grace,  fortune  and  circumstance, 

58  I  thank  Him  who  brought  me  into  life  His  own  way,  who 
upholds  my  soul  hitherto,  and  to  whom  I  will  trust  my  hereafter. 

59  How  many  good  things  have  befallen  me  undeserving,  and 
how  many  sadly  deserved  evils  have  I  seen  pass  away  ! 

60  Suffer  not  our  feet  to  slip  in  any  peril,  but  in  changes  and 
chances  shield  us  well. 

6 1  O  God,  make  perfect  the  turning  of  our  hearts  unto  Thee, 
make  it  a  fuller  and  entire  returning. 
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62  Let  Thy  truth  speak  more  and  more  hopefully  to  us;  and  let 
prayer  and  faith  unlock  the  everlasting  doors. 

63  Let  us  not  lose  humility  in  Thy  sight,   nor  deal  arrogantly 
by  men. 

64  By  all  our  great  sins,  and  by  Thy  greater  mercies,  teach  us 
humility  and  meekness,  Lord. 

65  All  our  lives  have  need  to  be  forgiven,  why  do  we  grudge  for- 
giveness to  our  enemy  ? 

66  Blaming  ourselves,  we  bless  Thee,  O   Lord;  and  as  fellow- 
workers  with  Thee  we  bless  mankind. 

67  Glory  to  God  for  all  His  goodness,  in  all  things,  and  to  all 
men,  everywhere,  and  for  ever. 

68  Glory  to  Him,  from  the  perfect  and  unspotted  dwellers  in 
heavenly  light ;    glory  to  Him  in  our  measure,  from  us  unworthy 
and  humble,  sitting  under  their  feet. 
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THOUGHT    in    waking    upon  the    Lord,  who    is   my 
deliverer  for  ever. 

2  Thou  hast  ordered  in  their  courses   sun  and  moon, 
the  stars  and  the  realm  of  light. 

3  Days  and  weeks,  months  and  years,  answer  to  Thy  will,  and 
are  witnesses  of  Thy  bounty  for  ever. 

4  Lord,  when  Thou  art  angry  because  of  our  transgression,  all 
our  righteousness  fades,  and  withers  like  a  leaf  away. 

5  But  oh,  Thou    who  art  our   Father,  whose  children  we  are  ; 
who  art  the  Potter,  whose  unseen  fingers  mould  us  as  the  clay  ; 

6  Though  our  sins  be  many,  let  the  multitude  of  Thy  mercies 
prevail,  and  though  evil  deeds  testify  against  us,  deliver  us  for  Thy 
Name's  sake. 

7  O  Thou  hope  of  all  holy  and  humble  men  of  heart,  and  the 
Saviour  of  them  that  trust  in  Thee  in  time  of  trouble, 
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8  Why  shouldst  Thou  be  as  a  stranger  forgetting  Thy  people  : 
and  as  one  out  of  sight  afar  off,  that  is  forgotten  in  the  land  ? 

9  Give  us  not  over  as  captives,  in  spiritual  chains ;  but  recover 
us,  that  we  may  awake  to  do  Thy  will. 

10  The  good  that  they  would,  weak  men  do  not;  the  evil  which 
they  would  not,  they  do. 

1 1  They  consent  to  the  law  in  word  and  thought ;  they  shrink 
from  holiness  in  deed. 

12  The  grace  of  God  delivers  from  this  body  of  death;  and  where 
sinfulness  abounded,  makes  the  strength  of  holiness  to  abound. 

13  Lord,  whose  goodness  makes  the  repentant  strong;  give  us 
a  true  repentance  in  heart  and  life* 

14  Enough  of  putting  a  lawless  will  for  Thy  law,  and  of  going 
into  a  far  country  from  Thy  face. 

15  Because  Thou  art  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  iniquity,  being 
holy,  and  without  blemish  or  spot. 

16  But  oh,  Thou  our  strengthener,  who  knowest  our  weakness; 
by  Thy  knowledge  and  Thy  mercy  we  ask  of  Thee  salvation. 

17  Lord,  Thou  knowest  all  our  desire,  and  our  secret  sighing  is 
not  hidden  from  Thee. 

1 8  Let  not  those  that  trust  in  Thee,  O   Lord  God  of  hosts,  be 
ashamed  for  my  cause;  nor  those  that  seek  Thee  be  confounded. 
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19  Take  me  out  of  the  mire  and  clay,  that  I  sink  not,  and  deliver 
me  from  them  that  hate  me. 

20  Let  not  the  dark  waters  overflow  me,  nor  the  deep  swallow, 
and  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

21  Save  me  from  pride,  envy,  and  wrath;  from  gluttony,  desire, 
and  greed,  and  from  unholy  indifference  ;    Lord,  tread  Thou  all 
these  our  enemies  under  Thy  feet. 

22  Make  alive  in  us  humility,  pity,  and  patience  ;  give  us  a  holy, 
sober,  and  contented  mind  ;  with  true  zeal  for  the  honour  of  Thy 
holy  Name. 

23  One  thing  I  desired,  and  will  require  of  the  Lord  ;  that  I  may 
dwell  in    His   house,  and   behold    His   fair   beauty   visiting   His 
temple. 

24  Deny  me  not,  O  Lord,  before  I  die,  the  knowledge  of  Thy 
truth ;  to  my  soul's  health,  and  to  the  deliverance  of  men  into  a 
holy  freedom. 

25  Into  Thy  hands  I  commend  my  soul  and  my  prayer  :  give 
what  Thou  seest  fit, 'and  fit  us  for  what  Thou  givest 

26  Give  us  wisdom  to  abound,  or  patience  to  suffer  need  ;  and 
where  the  Master  placed  us,  there  to  be  content. 

27  Let  us  not  be  over-anxious  for  to-morrow ;  to  whom  strength 
is  hardly  for  the  care  of  to-day. 
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28  Yet  if  Thou  wilt,  O  Lord,  grant  us   a  happy  life,  in  things 
holy,  reverend,   and   pure ;  in  things  honest,  seemly,  and  fair  ;  in 
health  and  cheerfulness  and  good  name  ;  in  safety,  friendship,  and 
peace. 

29  Let  all  our  work  be  done  well  before  we  come  to  die  ;  and 
let  us    be  gathered  into  Thine  arms,  as  the  harvesters  gather  a 
shock  in  full  season. 

30  Let  our  death  be  happy;  and  our  happiness  beyond  the  power 
of  death. 

31  I   believe   in   the    living   God,   the    Father   who   loves,    the 
Almighty  who  saves,  the  Creator  who  forecasts  the  world  ;  who  in 
mankind  makes  Himself  known  by  His  Word,  binding  men  by  His 
breath  into  one,  and  giving  us  sonship  as   sons,  though  we  owe  to 
Him  as  Lord  the  faithfulness  of  servants  ;  who  ever  cares  for  His 
own  chosen,   and    out   of  suffering   brings    victory :    who    in    our 
obedience  takes  away  the  curse  of  threatening  law,  and  by   our 
faith  robs  death  of  its  bitterness.     His  light  enlightens  the  tomb, 
and  His   truth   lives  for  ever.     May  we  partake  of  His   life,  and 
rise   out  of  sorrow  ;  rise  out    of  despair  and    fretful  ness  ;  rise   in 
prayer  and  trustfulness  ;  rise  in  spiritual  power  and  life.     May  He 
in  His  compassionate  judgment  render  unto  each  man  according  to 
the  works  of  a  man.  * 
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May  He  breathe  on  us  holier  power,  and  unite  us  to  Himself  and 
to  our  brethren,  of  every  name,  colour,  and  opinion,  with  sympathy 
in  all  sanctity  and  right,  with  faith  of  sins  forgiven,  a  lively  hope 
of  rising  out  of  every  evil,  and  of  eternal  life  before  God. 

32  Lord,  let  us  not  be  disappointed  in  our  hope  ;  when  we  trust 
in  Thy  mercy,  which  is  from  everlasting  to  everlasting. 

33  Remember  all  for  good  ;  and  be  reconciled  to  those  who, know 
Thee  not  at  all. 

34  Scatter  offence,   and  abolish  war  ;  and  let  the  multitude  of 
free  nations  have  peace. 

35  Stop  the  uprisings  of  strange  errors,  and  take  away  the  reign 
of  ignorance  and  persecution. 

36  Grant  to  us  Thy  peace  and  love,  O  God  our  Saviour,  who  art 
the  hope  of  all  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

37  Crown  the  years  still  with  Thy  goodness  ;  the  eyes  of  all  wait 
upon  Thee  for  meat  in  due  season. 

38  Remember  all  Thy  family  of  mankind  ;  from  one  end  of  the 
earth  to  another. 

39  Grant  us  peace,  and  establish  Thy  truth  in  us  ;  as  Thou  fillest 
all  things  living  with  plenteousness. 

40  Remember  those  who  remember  the  poor  ;  give  of  Thy  grace 
heavenly  gifts  to  liberal  givers. 
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41  Let  us  use  rightly  things  earthly,  to  gain  things  heavenly ; 
for  perishable  treasure  let  us  have  joy  divine. 

42  Remember  all  in  loneliness  by  necessity  or  by  choice  ;  comfort 
the  mourner  with  Thine  own  communion. 

43  Let  those  whose  marriage  is  honourable,  have  double  joy: 
let  their  seed    stand   fast    in  Thy  sight,  being   nurtured  in  Thy 
fear. 

44  Remember  every  faithful  soul  in  trial  ;  and  comfort,  if  it  be 
possible,  every  one  in  sorrow  and  distress. 

45  O  helper  of  the  helpless,  bring  the  wanderer  home,  and  give 
health  to  the  sick,  and  deliverance  to  the  captive. 

46  Let  governments  be  governed  by  Thy  wisdom,  and  let  the 
freedom  of  nations  grow  and  prosper. 

47  Speak  counsels  of  truth  to  our  counsellors,  and  teach  our 
senators  righteousness. 

48  Give  us  peace  undisturbed  by  ill-will,  that  we  may  lead  a 
quiet  life  in  godliness  and  honesty. 

49  Teach,   O  Lord,   all  the  teachers  of  mankind  ;  and  let  the 
chief  in  authority  be  chief  in  judgment. 

50  Enable  graciously  all  shepherds  of  men's  souls  to  be  reverend 
in  life,  as  in  office ;  and   rightly  to  divide  the  word  of  truth,  and 
rightly  to  walk  in  it. 
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5 1  Remember,  Lord,  our  brethren  everywhere,  praying  in  this 
holy  hour,  and  anywhere  seeking  Thee  in  truth  of  heart. 

52  Remember  also  those  who  on  fair  reasons  are  away:  bring 
near  those  that  are  afar,  and  teach  the  prayerless  to  pray. 

53  Gather  all  those  that  are  scattered;  restore  the  wanderers  ; 
and  build  them  in  the  living  temple  of  upright  and  holy  men. 

54  Sustain  the  aged,  comfort  the  weak-hearted,  set  free  those 
whose  souls  are  bound  in  misery  and  iron. 

55  Be  a  fellow-voyager  with  the  voyagers  in  the  deep,  and  a 
fellow-traveller  with  travellers  by  land. 

56  Stand   forth  for  the  widow,  and  shield  the  orphan  ;  give  a 
heritage  of  joy  to  them  that  are  childless. 

57  Remember,  O  Lord,  all  those  that  are  captive  or  sick,  in  pri- 
son, in  garrets,  in  collieries,  in  mines ;  in  every  affliction,  necessity, 
and  emergency  everywhere. 

58  Turn  those  who  hate  us,  and  bless  those  who  love  us  ;  bless 
all  who  have  desired  a  place  in  our  prayers. 

59  Shall  not  all  those  whom  we  have  forgotten  be  safe  in  Thy 
hands;  who  knowest  the  name  and   stature  of  every  one  from  his 
mother's  womb,  and  even  our  thoughts  long  before  ? 

60  To  Thee  all  nations  cry  aloud,  who  hast  many  names  and  one 
nature  ;  the  one  helper  of  all,  and  all  things  to  all  men. 
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6 1  Thou  who  knowest  each  man  and  his  prayer,  every  house  and 
its  need ; 

62  Deliver  all  from  famine  and    plague,  and    earthquake   and 
the  sword :  and  give  what  is  fit  for  all,  and  fit  us  for  what  Thou 
givest. 

63  Put  away  the  religious  quarrels  of  ignorance  and  pride  :  break 
the  oppressor's  rod,  and  silence  them  that  rule  by  lies. 

64  Teach   men    in  peace  to   understand   each  other's  dissonant 
cries,  and  receive  all  nations  into  Thy  kingdom. 

65  Let  us  dwell  with  Thee  in  peace,  as  children  of  light :  and  in 
Thy  light,  Lord,  let  us  see  light. 

66  Direct,  O  Lord,  in    peace  the  close   of  our  life;    trustfully, 
fearlessly,  and  if  it  be  Thy  will,  painlessly. 

67  Gather  us  when  Thou  wilt,  into  the  abodes  of  Thy  chosen ; 
without  shame,  or  stain,  or  sin. 

68  The    brightness    of  the   Lord  our   God    be    upon   us,   and 
prosper  our  handiwork. 

69  Lord,  be  our  strength  within  us,  and  our  guard  without  us. 

70  Knowing  that  sin  divides  us  from  Thee,  let  us  hold  fast  the 
power  of  looking  up  to  Thee. 

7 1  Blessed  be  Thou  living  Lord  of  mankind,  and  of  our  fathers 

* 

throughout  all  generations. 
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72  Be  Thine,  O  Lord,  the  triumph  and  victory,  over  all  death 
and  pain,  and  crying  and  tears. 

73  We  have  trusted  in  Thy  Name  for  ever  ;  let  not  the  hope  of 
them  that  trust  in  Thee  be  confounded.

lift  up  our  hearts  unto  Thee,  O  Lord:    we  rejoice   in 
Thy  mercy  in  the  morning. 

2  Blessed  art  Thou  who  bringest  life  out  of  mystery, 
and  makest  all  things  live:  our  sustainer  and  awakener  out  of  sleep. 

3  As  Thy  thoughts  are  fairer  than  things  seen,  so  draw  us  after 
Thee,  O  God. 

4  Open  our  ears  to  eternal  counsel:  put  in  our  hearts  the  peace 
which  passeth  understanding. 

5  Lord,  because  Thou  livest  for   ever,  and   because  Thy  com- 
passions fail  not  eternally : 

6  Therefore  Thou  wiliest  not  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  that  the 
ungodly  return  from  his  way,  and  live. 

7  When  Thou  callest  us  to  return  from  our  wicked  way,  for  why 
will  ye  die,  O  wandering  men? 

8  Then  our  hearts  answer,  Turn  us  to  Thyself,  O  Lord,  and  so 
shall  we  be  turned. 
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9  Turn  us  from  all  our  iniquities,  and  let  them  not   be  to   us 
punishments. 

10  Too  often  we  have  done  evil,  and  shut  our  eyes  to  the  light  of 
Thy  judgments. 

1 1  Lord,  to  Thee  belongs  righteousness  ;  but  to  man  confusion 
of  face,  this  day,  as  of  old. 

12  Lord,  incline  Thine  ear,  and  hear;  defer  not  to  help  the  help 
less,  and  forgive  those  that  ask  forgiveness. 

13  In  many  things  we  offend  all ;  and  if  we  say  we  have  no  sin, 
we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

14  We  confess  our  many  sins,  known  and  unknown:  Thou,  Lord, 
be  faithful  and  tender  to  forgive  us  in  our  confessing. 

15  Let  Thy  Love  plead  with  Thee  as  an  advocate;   Love  tri- 
umphing over  judgment,  and  taking  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

1 6  Let  the  same  Love  plead  with  us,  convincing  us  of  sin,  and 
persuading  us  to  repentance. 

17  Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever?  or  is  His  mercy  come  to  an 
end  for  evermore? 

1 8  Nay,  it  is  our  own  infirmity;  but  we  will  remember  the  ages 
of  the  right  hand  of  the  Eternal. 

19  Lord  and  Life-giver,  come  and  breathe  upon  us:  Thou  canst 
lift  us  out  of  the  lowest  pit. 
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20  Give  us  grace  to  put  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which 
too  easily  besets  us. 

21  Subdue  in  us  unseemly  pride  of  life,  and  restrain  every  move- 
ment of  thought  against  the  will  of  Thy  sanctity. 

22  Grant  us  to  be  poor  in  spirit,  and  to  have  our  portion  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

23  Sanctify  our  sorrow,  so  to  mourn  as  to  find  comfort  :  so  to  be 
meek,  as  to  inherit  the  land, 

24  Let  our  great  hunger  and  our  thirst  be  for  righteousness,  so 
that  we  may  be  filled  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

25  Teach  us  so  to  be  pitiful,  that  we  may  be  pitied  in  our  need  ; 
to  be  pure  in  heart,  that  we  may  see  God. 

26  Make  us  peace-makers,  as  children  of  God  :  that  our  reward 
may  be  Thy  peace,  even  if  we  are  reviled  for  Thy  righteousness'  sake 

27  All  this  grant  to  us,  O  Lord,  giving  us  first  Thy  righteousness, 
and  adding  thereunto  what  Thou  wilt. 

28  To  whom  should  we  come  or  fly,  but   unto   God,  who   is  a 
rewarder  of  them  that  seek  Him  ? 

29  Through  the  grace  of  the  living  God  we  believe  that  we  shall 
be  saved,  even  as  our  fathers. 

30  Though  we  are  fallen  deep  in  sorrow,  and  men  walk  over  us 
with  pride,  and  say,  Down  with  them  ; 
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3 1  God  lifteth  the  fallen  on  to  their  feet  again,  and  we  shall  see 
His  goodness  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

32  Our  heart  rejoices  in  Him  in  whose  holy  Name  we  hope,  the 
Father  of  our  life,  and  our  comforter  in  death. 

33  Lord,  in  whom  we  have  trusted,  let  Thy  merciful  kindness  be 
upon  us. 

34  Let  us  pray  the  Lord  in  peace,  for  the  peace  and  salvation  of 
our  souls  ; 

35  That  the  whole  world  may  be  at  peace,  and  free  nations  united 
in  good  order  ; 

36  That  the  house  of  God  may  be  established  above  the  waters, 
and  nations  flow  into  it  with  reverence. 

37  Lord,  let  the  year  be  crowned  with  Thy  goodness,  and  the 
dwellers  of  many  lands  rejoice  in  Thy  bounty. 

38  Turn  away  war  from  our  border,  and  let  not  disease  or  famine 
terrify  us. 

39  O    Lord,   feed  the   hungry,  and  bring  back    the    wanderer; 
comfort  all  in  sickness,  and  strengthen  those  whose  shoulders  are 
burthencd. 

40  Thou   lightenest,    O   God,    the    dark  places    of  the  coal  pit, 
and     givest    cheerfulness     in    the    workhouse,  and    hope    in    the 
dungeon. 
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41  In  the  Father  of  our  being  we  put  all  our  trust;  and  commend 
to  Him  our  lives  and  each  other. 

42  I  commend  me  and  mine,  and  all  that  belongs  to  me,  to  Him 
that  is  able  to  keep  me  without  falling,  and  to  place  me  without  spot 
in  the  presence  of  His  glory  ; 

43  Who  blotteth  out  the  stain  of  evil  memories,  and  guideth  our 
feet  in  the  way  of  peace  ; 

44  Whose  compassion  is   greater  than   our   iniquity,   and    who 
putteth  strength  in  the  weak  of  heart ; 

45  Who  showeth  Himself  a  God  that  careth  for  us,  and  putteth 
away  from  us  every  sorrow. 

46  Glory  to  Thee,  O  Lord,  for  life  and  reason,  for  protection  and 
guidance. 

47  Thy  love  is  in  all  our  gifts  of  training  and  of  prayer;  Thy 
grace  in  nature,  and  Thy  counsel  in  chance. 

48  Thou  knowest  us    when  we  know  not,  and  callest  us  when 
we  hear  not ;  and   hast   led  us  through  all   our  years,  up  to  this 
time. 

49  Thine  are  the  good  things  we  have  received,  and  Thy  gifts 
are  the  good  things  we  have  done, 

50  Bless   now,  O  Lord,  our  day,  and    be  our  promise  and   hope 
of  good  things  yet  to  come. 
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5 1  Thine  are  all  our  friends  and  companions ;  the  smiles  of  home, 
and  hope  triumphing  over  sorrow,  and  love  putting  away  sin. 

52  Bless  our  parents  and  teachers  ;  and  be  thanked  for  all  who 
have  done  us  well. 

53  Bless  all  who  have  taught  us, good  ;  and  if  any  have  learned 
evil  from  us,  blot  it  out. 

54  But  for  all  their  blessings  be  Thou  blest ;  and  let  us  give  thanks 
to  Thee  by  doing  good  for  ever. 

55  If  we  have  lost  Thee,  O  Lord,  shoxv  Thyself  to  us  again;  let 
us  seek  Thee  chiefly  in  well-doing. 

56  What  are  we,  that  we  should  be  so  far  from  our  Father's 
house  ?  and  what  is  the  love  of  God,  that  He  should  look  upon  lost 
wanderers  ? 

57  What  reward  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord,  for  all  His  good- 
ness and  His  forgiveness  ? 

58  Holy,   Holy,   Holy,  unsearchable  in  eternity,  Father  of  all 
men,  and  Life-giver  for  ever ; 

59  By  Thy  goodness  things  live  and  breathe,  as  by  Thy  wisdom 
they  were  born  of  old. 

60  O  Lord  of  life  and  love,  take  hold  of  us  with  unseen  fingers, 
till  we  stretch  forward  all  together  to  life  everlasting. 
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jORD  of  our  life  and  of  eternity,  let  us  remember  Thee  in 
waking,  and  early  let  our  prayer  come  unto  Thee. 

2  Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  bringest  forth  on 
earth,  and  out  of  earth,  wild  creatures,  bird,  and  beast,  and  creeping 
thing,  and  makest  man  after  Thy  likeness,  to  rule  the  earth,  and 
crownest  him  with  blessing, 

3  Thine  is  our  breath,  and  Thine  our  likeness  ;  counsel  to  desire, 
and  hand  to  fashion,  come  of  Thee, 

4  Thou  settest  man  Thy  steward  over  Thy  works,  and  givest  Thy 
unseen  powers  charge  to  guard  him. 

5  Thou  openest  his  eyes  to  the  light,  and  hast  moulded  all  his 
limbs  in  harmony. 

6  Thou  settest   the    mind  wonderfully  within  the  body  ;  Thou 
unlockest  the  treasures  of  harmony,  and  makest  fine  the  springs  of 
conscience. 
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7  From  Thee  came  ancient  revelation  and  writing  :  deep  sayings 
of  prcphets,  and  songs  of  praise. 

8  From  Thee  are  all  the  wise  sayings  of  old  time  ;  the  experience 
of  story,  and  worship  of  prayer  and  offering. 

9  In  the  blind  struggles  of  men  is  the  promise  of  Thy  truth  ;  and 
in  fulness  of  time  fulfilment,  when   out  of  evil  comes  good,   and 
patience  ends  in  victory. 

10  If  we  have  withstood  Thee,  and  forgotten  Thee  in  sin,  let  us 
return  unto  Thee,  O  Lord. 

1 1  We  will  take  with  us  words,  and  say  unto  Thee  in  returning, 
Blot  out  our  sin,  and  quicken  us,  that  we  may  render  the  fruits  of 
our  lips, 

12  Take  back,  O  Lord,  Thy  heritage  in  our  hearts  ;  for  by  whose 
help  shall  Thy  weak  ones  rise  ? 

13  When  I  went  astray,  and  was  cast  out  of  Thy  sight,  my  soul 
fainted  in  me,  and  I  remembered  Thee, 

14  I  will  look  again  towards  Thy  holy  temple,  who  savest  us 
from  going  down  into  the  pit, 

15  Who  is  a  God  like  unto  Thee,  who  blessest  the  remainder 
of -our  years,  and  retainest  not  Thine  anger  for  ever  ? 

16  Turn  again,  O  Lord,  after  Thy  tender  kindness  and   faith- 
fulness ;  and  cast  all  our  sins  into  the  depth  of  the  sea. 
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17  Behold  us  clothed  in  garments  of  guilt,  and  accusers  standing 
at  our  right  hand  ;  we  hear  Thy  voice,  and  are  afraid. 

1 8  Lord,  rebuke  every  lip  of  falsehood,  and  let  the  tongue  of 
malice  be  still. 

19  By  Thy  fountains  of  compassion,  that  wash  away  uncleanness, 
save  us  as  it  were  brands  snatched  out  of  the  fire. 

20  Father,  forgive  men  who  know  not  what  they  do  in  sinning 
against  Thee. 

21  Remember  us,  in  the  day  of  Thy  counting  Thy  jewels,  and 
when  Thou  buildest  up  Thy  kingdom. 

22  Neither  lay  to  my  enemies'  charge  their  sins,  nor  my  own  to 
mine. 

23  By  the  agony  of  mankind  striving;  by  men's  heads  bowed  in 
shame,  and  eyes  filled  with  tears;  by  their  necks  weighed  down  with 
burdens,  their  feet  and  hands  perplexed  and  bound  ;  by  their  hearts 
often  pierced,  and  tears   of  blood   flowing  ;    and  by  their  strong 
crying  out  of  misery  to  their  God  :    be  moved,  O  Lord,  to  arise  and 
amend  the  earth. 

24  Be  not  forgetful  of  us,  O  Lord,  for  ever :   nor  let  generation 
after  generation  call  upon  Thee  in  vain. 

25  Wilt  Thou   not   turn  again,   and   quicken   us,  that  we    may 
rejoice  in  the  light  of  Thy  salvation  ? 
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26  God  grant  us  grace  in  purity  of  spirit  to  turn  all  our  capacities 
to  wholesome  account. 

27  Put  away  from  us  every  unblest  excess  :  all  lawless  desire, 
and  servile  will,  or  work  of  evil. 

28  Save  us  from  enmity  and  strife,  from  all  malice  and  envying, 
from   religious   blindness  and   faction,   and   from  brooding  of  evil 
temper. 

29  Give  us,  O  Lord,  things  holy,  calm,  and  blessed  ;  love,  joy,  and 
peace. 

30  Teach  us  long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness, 
and  temperance. 

31  Give  us  a  mind  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  of  counsel  and 
power,  knowledge  and  godliness,  and  the  holy  fear  of  God. 

32  Pour  out  the  gifts  of  the  ever-living  God,  words  of  wisdom 
and  knowledge  and  charity,  gifts  of  healing  and  working  wonders 
on  men's  hearts,  the  clear  eye  of  truth  and  discerning  of  spirits,  a 
learned  tongue,  and  interpretation  of  tongues. 

33  Defend  us,  O  Lord,  with  Thy  power,  and  let  Thy  faithfulness 
save,  and  Thy  truth  guide  us. 

34  By   the   indwelling  of  Thy   breath  of  holiness,  peace,  and 
truth,  hallow  us,  and  in  the  fellowship  of  godly  men  strengthen  us. 

35  By  pure  religious    rites    consecrate    us,    and   let   their  inner 
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meaning  cleanse  us,  that  our  scars  of  soul  may  be  healed,  and  the 
wounds  of  sin  done  away. 

36  But  the   peace  of  God,  which  passeth  understanding,  keep 
our  hearts  and  thoughts  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God. 

37  Father,  we  believe  Thou  hast  formed  us  for  good  ;  we  desire 
so  to  live  and  die,  as  to  fulfil  with  Thy  blessing  the  best  ends  of  our 
being. 

38  Lord,  since  Thou  hast  planted  Thy  likeness  in  mankind,  suffer 
not  the  true  image  of  Thy  children  to  be  blotted  out. 

39  Since  Thou   hast   redeemed   us   by  great  pardon,  suffer  not 
that  redemption  by  our  faithlessness  to  perish. 

40  Since  Thou   hast   hallowed  us  by  heart-awakening,  destroy 
not  Thy  new  creation  of  our  souls. 

41  Since  Thou  hast  grafted  us  into  a  good  olive  tree,  make  us 
fruitful  boughs,  not  to  be  cut  off  in  judgment. 

42  Our  souls  have  longed  for  Thy  salvation ;  and  we  have  a  good 
hope  because  of  Thy  word, 

43  We  will  now  pray  for  the  prosperous  advance  of  the  whole 
army   of    godliness,    with    the   weapons    of  light,    and    love,    and 
truth  ; 

44  For  all  our  fathers  in   light  and  teaching,  and   for  all  our 
brethren  by  birth  and  kindred  mind  ; 
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45  For  those  who  have  pitied  us  in  our  need,  and  spoken  well  of 
us,  or  done  us  any  manner  of  good  ; 

46  For   those  also  who  hate  and  defame  us,   as  well  as  those 
who  love  us. 

47  For  all  who  pray  for  us,  and  for  all  whom  we  have  promised 
to  remember  in  prayer. 

48  For  our  kindred,  our  charges,  and  dependants,  whether  near 
or  absent ; 

49  For  all  who  voyage  by  sea  or  land,  and  for  all  who  lie  in 
sickness,  or  wasting  away  ; 

50  For  the   liberation  of  all    captives  and    slaves,  and  for  the 
freedom  of  oppressed  nations. 

5 1  Let  us  pray  also  for  fruitfulness  of  the  earth,  for  the  staying 
of  pestilence,  and  for  the  hush  of  all  earthquake  and  storm  ; 

52  But  chiefly  for  every  soul  that  loveth  and  seeketh  truth,  and 
for  humble  and  holy  men  of  heart; 

53  For  teachers  and  patriots,  and  true  helpers  in  prayer  ;  for  all 
lovers  of  mankind,  and  hasteners  of  God's  kingdom. 

54  Thou  who,  on  mankind's  falling,  as  we  .often  fall  sadly,  from 
Thy  mind,  dost  not  pass  him  by,  nor  cast  him  off,  God  of  all  good- 
ness ; 

55  Even  Thou  who,   as   a  tender   Father,    restorest    him  with 
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precious    promises,  lifting  him    up,   and   turning  him,   and  giving 
him  life  ; 

56  Thou  who  openest  to  him  the  door  of  faith,  and  of  a  new 
mind,  and  of  deep  insight  into  the  truths  which  bring  peace  ; 

57  Thou  who  enablest  him  to  offer  the  oblation  of  his  life,  to 
fulfil  Thy  will  in  well-doing  ; 

58  Thou  who  givest  us  a  death  unto  sin,  and  a  blessed  rising 
again  to  Thy  love,  and  Thy  quickening  life  : 

59  Lord,  let  not  all  Thy  work  be  in  vain,  whereby  Thou  bringest 
our  race  again,  that  it  may  partake  of  Thy  grace  and  glory. 

60  If  stories  of  old  time  fade,  and  earthly  parables  fail,  let  Thy 
kindness  be  ever  new,  and  heavenly  truths  become  perfect  in  us. 

6 1  Worthy  is  he  that  suffers  and  prays,  to  open  the  spiritual  seals 
of  the  book  of  conscience  unveiled  ; 

62  To  him  ancient  faith  grows  young,  and  the  God  of  old  is  the 
living  friend. 

63  But,  O  Lord,  perfect  Thy  work  in  us,  and  let  our  eyes  behold 
Thy  salvation. 

64  Thine  is  blessing,  and  glory,  and  thanksgiving,  and  power,  and 
might  for  ever,  O  Lord, 
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>RD,  who  art  gracious  to  them  that  wait  on  Thee,  be  our 
arm  of  strength  every  morning. 

2  Blessed   art  Thou,  who  givest  labour  and  rest,  our 
salvation  also  in  time  of  trouble, 

3  Grant   us   day  by  day  quietness  and  peace,  while  we  follow 
those  already  called  to  their  rest 

4  We  are  ashamed,  when  we  lift  up  our  faces  to  the  All-  Holy; 
for  our  shortcomings  have  been  from  our  childhood  until  now. 

5  How  shall  we  stand  before  Him  who  knows  all  our  thoughts, 
as  He  reckons  the  sand  of  the  sea  ? 

6  We  are  not  worthy  to  look  upon  the  height  of  heaven,  in  our 
shame  and  perplexity  of  soul, 

7  Because  we  have  neither  loved  Thy  will,  to  follow  it  ;  nor  kept 
Thy  commands,  to  obey  them. 

8  But  now  our  heart  kneels  to  Thee,  beseeching  Thy  goodness 
to  lift  us  up  again. 
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9  Convert  us  unto  Thyself,  and  make  us  Thine  own,  Thy  children 
in  name  and  in  deed. 

10  Take  away  all  our  sin  and  its  remembrance  ;  cast  into  the 
depths  of  the  sea  whatever  separates  us  from  Thee. 

1 1  Thou  that  art  the  Father  of  the  innocent,  and  the  Saviour  of 
the  repentant,  show  us  all  Thy  loving-kindness. 

12  Thou  that  countest  our  little  worthiness  as  if  it  were  great, 

and  hast  pity  even  on  the  unworthy,  give  us  cause  to  praise  Thee 
always. 

13  Lord,  if  Thou  wilt,  Thou  canst  make  a  new  mind  in  us;  speak 

but  the  word,  and  we  shall  be  healed. 

14  Since  we  have  no  man  to  help  us,  loose  us  Thyself,  Lord,  from 
our  infirmity. 

1 5  Perfect  Thy  strength  in  our  weakness,  and  let  Thy  grace  be 
sufficient  for  us. 

1 6  Say  to  us,  Be  of  good  cheer,  and  open  our  lips  from  shame, 
that  they  may  show  forth  Thy  praise  in  joy  fulness. 

17  Blot  out  of  Thy  book,  and  out  of  our  memory,  out  of  our 
habits  and  thoughts,  and  out  of  influences  that  turn  our  steps,  every 
trace  of  sin. 

1 8  Be  Thou,  O  God,  our  salvation,  and  the  upholder  of  our  life, 
for  Thy  Name's  sake. 
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19  Forgive,  O  Lord,  every  failing  and  falling,  each  offence  and 
trespass,  and  all  our  negligences  and  ignorances. 

20  Remember  not  the  guilt  gone  by,  and  blot  out  every  thought 
of  stain. 

21  Let  every  hurt  and  grief  vanish  in  Thy  healing,  that  they  be 
no  more  found. 

22  Increase  and  multiply  upon  us  Thy  graces  :  to  our  faith  add 
virtue,  and  to  our  knowledge  charity, 

23  With    charity    make    perfect    patience,  and    with    patience 
strength,  and  peace  towards  God  and  man ; 

24  That  we  forget  not  the  Giver  of  our  health,  but  give  diligence 
to  make  our  calling  sure  ; 

25  That  we  abound  in  all  works  of  sincerity,  and  hold  fast  the 
anchor  of  our  salvation, 

26  When  we  call  Thee  Father,  give  us  the  mind  of  children;  and 
as  a  father  pitieth  children,  be  gracious  to  us  for  ever. 

27  When  we  own  Thee  Lord,  make  us  obedient  servants,  and 
let  the  breath  of  Thy  holiness  be  the  law  of  our  deeds. 

28  And  though  we  were  neither  children  nor  servants,  but  sinners 
and  wanderers  ;  refuse  us  not  the  crumbs  from  the  heavenly  table. 

29  O  Thou  that  rejoicest  to  save  sinners,  save  each  one  in  turn 
that  counts  himself  of  sinners  the  greatest. 
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30  Suffer  not  anything  to  be  lost,  which  has  trusted  in  Thee; 
nor  that  which  Thou  hast  created  to  be  in  vain. 

31  Let  Thy  Spirit  take  all  our  inarticulate  groanings,  and  trans- 
late them  into  everlasting  prayer. 

32  As  our  fathers  who  trusted  in  Thee  were  holpen  and    not 
confounded, 

33  So  in  the  need  of  the  times  that  are,  and  shall  be,  be  Thou 
our  hope,  and  that  of  all  generations. 

34  O    Eternal    King   invisible,    let   all  kings  and  nations  obey 
Thy  law. 

35  Lighten  with  freedom  the  dark  places  of  the  nations,  and 
give  peace  and  godliness  to  the  world. 

36  As   the   round    earth   is   balanced    by   the   counsel    of  Thy 
wisdom,  so  in  Thy  truth  let  our  minds  be  established. 

37  God  who  by  His  power  upholds,  by  His  wisdom  enlighten, 
and  by  His  living  breathing  give  us  love. 

38  Guard  all  our  bodies  and  our  souls ;  with  senses  healthful 
and  sound,  and  with  actions  holy. 

39  Fulfil  all  our  prayers,  as  Thou  seest  best,  O  Lord  ;  and  in- 
spire us  with  thoughts  which  Thou  wilt  bring  to  good  effect. 

40  Let  whatever  things  are  gone  by,  find  Thy  pardoning  grace  ; 
and  our  souls  for  the  time  to  come  be  safe  in  Thy  power. 
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41  Now   to    Him    that    can    do  more   than   we  have  asked  or 
thought,  let  our  prayer  go  up  in  faith,  with  thanksgiving. 

42  O   everlasting  Teacher    of    mankind,  from   Thee  come  the 
workers  of  good  for  ever. 

43  Thine  are  the  revivers  of  godliness  in  the  world,   and  the 
sowers  of  winged  seeds  of  truth. 

44  Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  great  company  of  our  ancestors,  the 
sacred  truth-tellers,  and  glorious  patriots. 

45  All  makers  of  story  and  song,  and  the  masters  of  harmony 
are  Thine,  and  the  pure  sufferers  for  godliness. 

46  Whoever  have  vanquished   evil,  and   in  faith  and  hope  gone 
through  labour  for  right, 

47  Dost  not  Thou  count  their  blood  precious,  O  Lord,  and  re- 
member all  their  tears? 

48  Glory  to  Thee,  Lord,  for  Thy  Spirit  in   them ;   and  in  their 
spirit  let  us  praise  Thee. 

49  Thou   Lover  of  the  holy  and  upright  in    the  east  and   the 
west,  let  us  love  Thee  with  unity  of  mind. 

50  Shall  not  all  nations,  each  in  their  tongue  and  home,  because 
Thy  judgments  are  known,  praise  the  living  God? 

5 1  For  the  Lord  God  Omnipotent  reigneth  now  as  of  old  :  let  us 
rejoice  because  He  dwells  among  men.

52  The  humble  and  meek  shall  be  His  people,  from  whose  eyes 
He  shall  wipe  all  tears  away. 

53  There  shall  be  no  more  fear  of  pain  at  His  hand  ;  neither 
strife  nor  crying  over  prayers  ;   for  the  evil  things  pass  away. 

54  Lord,  perfect  Thy  work  in  us,  and  for  us  :  and  let  us  live  as 
children  of  the  Eternal. 
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JORD,  who  knowest  all  things,  and  lovest  all  men  better 
than  Thou  knowest,  Thine  is  might  and  wisdom  and 
will  to  save  us. 

2  We  neither  can,  nor  know,  nor  will  as  we  ought ;  order  our 
wills  by  Thine,  as  is  good  for  us, 

3  With  Thee  is  tenderness  and  multitude  of  pity,  in  overlooking 
the  sins  of  years,  and  not  striking  willingly. 

4  Thou  needest  no  one  to  stand  between  us  ;  but  art  ready  to 
be  reconciled  to  whoever  will  turn  unto  Thee. 

5  O  God,  in  whom  dwells  creation's  mystery,  and  salvation  to 
children  that  turn  again,  and  life-giving  light  to  them  that  trust  in 
Thee,  uphold,  enlighten,  and  quicken  us  again. 

6  Remember  not,  Lord,  the  sin  of  to-day,  nor  the  dark  story  of 
days  gone  by,  but  renew  us  into  Thy  likeness  again. 

7  Not  after  our  many  sins  and  unworthiness,  but  after  Thy  infi- 
nite pity,  deal  with  us. 
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8  As  our  fathers  called  unto  Thee,  and  were  holpen  ;  and  were  led 
along  the  ways  Thou  sawest  good  :  so  in  all  time  of  need,  from  all 
evil,  the  evil  of  our  time  and  of  our  hearts,  deliver  us,  good  Lord. 

9  From   all   perplexity  of   mind    and   state  ;  from   loneliness  of 
thought,  and  discontented  brooding ;  from  wondering  what  Thou 
wouldst  have  us  do,  deliver  us,  Lord. 

10  Especially  from  whatever  sin  besets  us,  save  and  deliver  us 
with  might,  O  Lord. 

1 1  Stand  Thou  by  us  in  sickness  and  sorrow  ;  lighten  our  hour 
of  death,  and  speak  for  us  in  every  day  of  judgment. 

12  Save  us  from  beholding  the  Judge's  face  darken,  from  being 
placed  on  the  left  hand,  and  from  hearing  the  dread  word,  Depart. 

13  Save  from  all  hopelessness  of  shame  and  remorse,  and  from 
self-reproach  of  uselessness  for  ever. 

14  Take  away  from  us,  good  Lord,  in  time,  all  hardness  of  heart, 
and  desperation  of  sin. 

15  Give  us  not  over  to  blindness  of  soul,  and  an  undistinguishing 
mind,  or  any  sin  unto  death. 

1 6  But  save  us  from  all  secret  or  presumptuous  sin,  and  from 
doing  outrage  to  Thy  patience,  or  rejecting  the  work  of  healing. 

17  Save  all  our  people  from  plague,  famine,  or  war;  from  earth- 
quake, or  flood,  or  drought,  blast,  and  blight. 
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1 8  From  all  sharp  sickness,  or  lingering  pain,  and  from  undue  or 
unexpected  death,  deliver  us,  good  Lord. 

19  From  strife  in  our  prayers,  and  perplexity  in  our  teachings, 
and  from  all  false  and  deadening  interpretations ; 

20  From  superstitious  and  ungodly  teaching,  and  from  innovation 
in  things  unchangeable ; 

21  From  all  pride  of  ignorance,  or  of  knowledge,  and  from  the 
tyranny  of  the  unlearned  or  the  worldly  ; 

22  From  darkening  counsel  with  words,  and  from  remembering 
our  differences  with  men,  till  we  forget  our  God ; 

23  From  all  anarchy  and  tyranny,  and  from  confusion  of  mind, 
family,  and  state,  enlighten  and  deliver  us,  Lord. 

24  From  the  loss  of  wise  counsellors  in  Church  and  State,  and 
from  growing  weary  of  Thy  holy  word  and  will ; 

25  From  all  bereavement,  sorrow,  and  desertion;  from  all  things 
that  separate  us  from  each  other  and  from  our  God  ; 

26  From  all  evils  we  have  prayed  against,  and  from  all  we  have 
not  thought  of,  deliver,  O  Lord,  Thy  servants,  whose  hope  is  in  Thy 
goodness  for  ever. 

27  Remember  Thy  compassion,  O  Lord,  from  of  old,  and  sanctify 
Thy  servants  with  Thy  protection  for  ever. 
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[OD  is  near  to  uphold,  but  far  off  to  understand. 

2  The  fear  of  God  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom  ;   He 
bringeth  His  seekers  into  light. 

3  What   shall  we  do  to  inherit  life  eternal  ?    Let  us  search  out 
God's  holy  will  and  law. 

4  What  shall  we  do  when  we  are  fallen  from  our  better  mind  ? 
Repent,  and  turn  to  Him  who  can  renew  in  us  a  right  spirit. 

5  What  must  we  do  to  be  saved  ?     Trust  in   Him  who  upholds 
our  steps  in  life,  and  leads  us  day  by  day. 

6  Trust   in    God   is  the   beginning,   and    love  is  the  perfecting 
of  trust. 

7  Exact  no  more  than  is  appointed  :  hurt  not  him  that  hurteth 
you  not. 

8  In  the  fear  and  love  of  God  our  Father,  let  us  do  good  unto 
all  men. 
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9  Opening  our  mind's  eyes  to  things  unseen,  let  us  carry  through 
things  temporal,  thoughts  eternal. 

10  Let  reverence  lead  us  to  humility  and  courtesy,  prayer  and 
patience,  and  let  hope  raise   us  to  thankfulness,  cheerfulness,  and 
obedience. 

11  Lord,  of  whose  days    there   is   no   beginning,   and    of   Thy 
majesty  no  end  ;  while    Thy  greatness  is  unsearchable,  and  Thy 
love  surrounds  us  ; 

12  Father  of  all  men  who  by  likeness  of  spirit  are  Thy  children, 
let  Thy  truth  on  earth  be  established,  as  it  is  conceived  in  heaven. 

13  Thou  who  nearest  prayer,  and  forgivest  sin,  restore  all  those 
who  call  upon  Thee  in  truth. 

14  Give  us  tears   and    wholesome  shame,  and  change  of  heart 
to-day,  rather  than  the  sentence  of  unredeemed  worthlessness,  and 
the  inconsolable  cry  hereafter. 

1 5  Let  all  cup  of  sorrow  pass  from  us,  let  Thy  will  be  done  by 
us  in  bearing  and  forbearing. 

1 6  Let  our  strength  in  soberness  be   strong  for  duty,  and  our 
weakness  in  humility  suffice  for  patience. 

17  Let  our  life  be  in  Thy  sight,  when  we  stretch  forth  our  hands 
unto  Thee;    and  when  out  of  the  deep  our  soul  crieth,  hear  us, 
O  Lord. 
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1 8  Remember,  O  Lord,  how  short  our  time  is:  when  the  wind 
withers  us  as  a  flower,  our  place  knows  us  no  more. 

19  We  are  travellers  upon  earth  for  a  few  days  ;  we  leave  our 
houses  to  those  who  no  more  mention  our  name. 

20  Lord,  arise,  and  be  moved  by  this  our  prayer,  to  work  some 
good  by  us  in  our  time. 

21  By  the  multitude  of  Thy  mercies,  and  Thy  tender  pity,  and 
by  all  those  who  have  longed  for  Thy  salvation, 

22  Defer  not  for  Thy  own  sake  to  work  righteousness  ;  let  Thy 
truth  flourish  in  the  earth. 

23  For  Thy  Name's  sake  blot  out  our  sins,  and  strengthen  Thy 
servants  for  work,  which  shall  abide  before  Thee.

1 1  Whosoever  has  wronged  us,,  we  forgive,  as  Thou  forgivest  :  if 
any  hunger  among  us,  we  will  feed  him  as  Thou  feedest  us. 

12  Whoso  is  naked  or  ignorant,  let  him  come  among  us  in  Thy 
name ;    and   as  Thou  lovest   us,  we  will   clothe  and  teach  him  in 
Thy  love. 

13  Clothe  our  souls  altogether  with  the  garment  of  pure  white, 
with  sincerity  and   reverence,  the  joy  of  faith,  the  zeal  of  repent- 
ance, the  kindness  of  charity. 

14  Grant  us,  O  Lord,  fellowship  with  Thee  and  Thy  servants,  in 
faith  without  shame,  and  love  without  pretence ;  in  fulfilling  Thy 
commandments  soberly,  and  bearing  every  spiritual  fruit. 

15  Send   us  health,  if   it    may   be,    of   mind    and    body:    with 
comfort  and  patience  in  every  affliction.

PRAYERS   OF    THE   SEASONS. 
A    PRAYER    OF    THE    EARLY    YEAR. 

GOD,  the  Creator  of  both  summer  and  winter,  who 
causest  light  to  shine  out  of  the  thick  gloom,  and 
bringest  good  out  of  evil :  give  us  grace  so  to  flee 
what  Thou  forbiddest,  that  we  may  cast  aside  the  works  of  dark- 
ness, and  so  to  choose  what  Thou  commandest,  that  we  may  be 
children  of  light ;  but,  since  darkness  and  light  obey  Thee,  give  all 
the  messengers  of  Thy  providence  charge  over  us,  that,  serving 
Thee  in  peace  and  thankfulness,  we  may  be  brought  through 
humility  to  serve  Thee  in  glory. 

Grant  this  prayer,  O  Lord. 
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Here  may  be  read  as  Counsel  Rom.  xiii.  8. 

OWE  no  man  anything,  but  to  love  one  another  :  for  he  that  loveth 
another  hath  fulfilled  the  law.  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  be  any  other  command- 
ment, it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this  saying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour  :  therefore 
love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law.  And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now 
it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep  :  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer 
than  when  we  believed.  The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand  :  let 
us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour 
of  light.  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day  ;  not  in  rioting  and  drunken- 
ness, not  in  chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.  But 
put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh, 
to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof. 

Here  may  be  read  as  Story  that  of  Zoroaster. 

LONG  before  Moses  lived  Zoroaster  in  Bactria.  As  Moses  was 
learned  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians,  so  was  Zoroaster  in  the 
wisdom  of  India.  He  taught  that  God  is  light,  and  that  in  Him  dwelleth 
no  darkness  at  all.  But  the  darkness,  he  said,  warreth  against  light,  and 
evil  against  good.  But  God  bringeth  light  out  of  darkness,  and  giveth  to 
good  the  victory  over  evil.  The  sun  is  the  messenger  of  the  invisible  God, 
and  carrieth  light  which  the  only  Wise  deviseth  for  the  children  of  men. 
Storm  and  earthquake,  pestilence  and  darkness,  make  war  on  the  realms 
of  light,  and  men  dread  the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air.  The  wicked 
are  always  fearful,  and  the  sin  of  earth  sees  anger  in  heaven.  But  the 
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goodness  of  God  abounds  more  and  more,  until  all  evil  is  put  under  His 
feet.  He  maketh  the  storm  His  angel,  and  the  earthquake  serve  Him. 
Out  of  pestilence  He  bringeth  health,  and  giveth  the  darkness  a  rest  for 
labour.  To  do  His  will  in  goodness  is  to  enter  His  kingdom,  and  His 
soldiers  against  the  power  of  darkness  win  a  perpetual  crown.  Before  His 
throne  are  seven  angels,  and  from  His  mouth  goeth  forth  the  living  word. 
In  three  worlds  He  abides,  ever  living,  and  thinking,  and  life-giving  ;  and 
by  three  things  He  shows  Himself  to  man — in  goodness,  and  in  truth,  and 
in  loveliness.  His  word  goeth  through  all  nations,  and  by  His  brightness 
the  stars  shine,  and  the  worlds  stand  fast  by  His  will.  So  Zoroaster  suffered 
not  men  to  worship  the  host  of  heaven  ;  but  even  as  Moses  forbade  the 
idols  of  Egypt,  so  Zoroaster  forbade  those  of  India.  For  the  true  thought 
of  the  spiritual  God  had  grown  faint  in  India  and  Egypt.  Therefore  the 
Spirit  of  the  Eternal  raised  up  Abraham  the  friend  of  God,  and  Moses  the 
giver  of  laws  to  the  Jews  ;  and  Zoroaster  by  the  same  Eternal  Spirit  spake 
the  living  word  to  the  middle  of  Asia.  He  taught  the  nation  of  the  Medes, 
and  established  by  his  [lore]  the  realm  of  Persia. 

Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  years  before  Christ,  the 
Medes  worshipped  God  in  Babylon  as  Zoroaster  taught  them.  But  the 
bloody  children  of  Shem  brought  in  again  the  worship  of  the  stars  and  the 
host  of  heaven,  and  every  unclean  thing.  Therefore  the  eternal  God 
rooted  out  the  new  Babylonians,  and  gave  the  unclean  city  to  be  a  deso- 
lation, as  He  spake  by  the  prophets  ot  Israel.  But  for  the  followers  of  the 
living  word  of  Zoroaster  the  eternal  Lord  prepared  a  succession  of  kingdoms. 
He  raised  up  Cyrus  to  be  their  restorer,  and  Darius,  who  ruled  in  their 
faith.  So  Persia  triumphed  over  Babylon,  and  then  Greece,  which  is  the 
fourth  kingdom  of  iron,  over  Persia.  Yet  again,  when  the  kingdom  of 
Alexander  was  broken,  and  the  Romans  governed  the  West,  God  raised 
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up  the  younger  Artaxerxes,  who  tamed  the  Parthians,  and  lighted  the  fire 
of  the  living  word  again  in  Persia.  In  the  time  of  \Alexander  Severus\ 
Artaxerxes  reigned  prosperously.  Four  hundred  years  his  kingdom  en- 
dured, and  the  fire  was  kept  alive.  But  when  the  strength  decayed,  and 
men  worshipped  the  fire  more  than  God  who  made  it,  He  raised  up  another 
conqueror,  and  gave  them  over  into  the  hand  of  Mahomet  the  Arab.  So 
in  the  name  of  the  one  God  the  Prophet  Mahomet  slew  the  Persians  with 
the  sword  ;  and  God  took  away  their  kingdom.  Only  the  remnant  of  the 
Persians  fled  into  India,  where  their  children  dwell  in  peace.  Their  name 
is  worshippers  of  fire  ;  but  the  first  faith  was  in  the  invisible  God,  the 
Lord  of  light  and  glory,  the  Giver  of  all  goodness.  So  Zoroaster  taught 
them  the  living  word.  But  light  and  darkness  both  obey  one  God,  and 
the  earth  is  full  of  His  goodness.  Sorrow  passeth  away,  but  the  peace  of 
God  endureth.

|LESSED  Lord,  who  hast  caused  all  true  records  and  holy 
songs  to  be  written  for  our  learning  ;  we  thank  Thee  for 
signs  of  Thy  providence  and  inspiration  [among  Hebrews 
and  Gentiles]  in  many  lands  ;  and  we  desire  of  Thee  the  gifts  of 
patience,  soberness,  and  wisdom,  so  to  read  the  letter  of  things 
written  in  old  time,  that  Thy  Holy  Spirit  of  truth  may  ever  live  in 
us  ;  and  that  we  may  so  remember  the  story  of  things  temporal,  as 
ever  to  worship  the  unseen  God,  who  is  eternal.

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The  Counsel,  Rom.  xv.  4. 

\  T  7HATSOEVER  things  were  written  aforetime  were  written  for  our 
V  V  learning,  that  we  through  patience  and  comfort  of  good  books 
might  have  hope.  Now  the  God  of  patience  and  comfort  grant  you  to 
be  likeminded  one  toward  another  according  to  Christ  Jesus  :  that  ye 
may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify  God,  even  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  Wherefore  receive  ye  one  another,  as  Christ  also 
received  us  to  the  glory  of  God.  Now  I  say  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a 
minister  of  the  circumcision  for  the  truth  of  God,  to  confirm  the  promises 
made  unto  the  fathers  :  and  that  the  Gentiles  might  glorify  God  for  His 
mercy ;  as  it  is  written,  For  this  cause  I  will  confess  to  Thee  among  the 
Gentiles,  and  sing  unto  Thy  name.  And  again  he  saith,  Rejoice,  ye  Gen- 
tiles, with  His  people.  And  again,  Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles  ;  and 
laud  Him,  all  ye  people.  And  again,  Esaias  saith,  There  shall  be  a  root 
of  Jesse,  and  He  that  shall  rise  to  reign  over  the  Gentiles  ;  in  Him  shall 
the  Gentiles  trust.  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  you  with  all  joy  and  peace 
in  believing,  that  ye  may  abound  in  hope,  through  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

While  the  Jews  were  under  the  bondage  of  the  letter,  they  knew  not 
the  power  of  the  Spirit ;  and  because  they  thought  their  God  a  God  of 
the  Jews  only,  they  knew  not  Him  who  is  God  of  the  nations  also.  But 
Jesus,  knowing  the  mind  of  things  written,  went  into  the  innermost 
temple  not  made  with  hands.  And  not  by  the  law  of  the  letter,  but  by 
the  love  of  God  which  passeth  knowledge,  and  by  faith  answering  to 
love,  He  ministered  life  to  men.  Because  He  knew  the  mind  of  God, 
He  called  the  nations  to  the  everlasting  arms.  Even  of  old  time  the 
witness  of  the  stars  shone  bright  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Neither  is  there 
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any  isle  of  ocean,  in  which  God  accepteth  not  them  that  fear  Him.  Even 
in  a  little  time,  as  in  three  days,  He  lifteth  up  the  Spiritual  Temple  of  men's 
minds,  which  was  fallen.  We,  then,  reading  the  letter,  know  the  power 
of  the  Spirit. 


A     PRAYER     OF    PRIESTS. 

GOD  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  who  not  only  in  Egypt 
and  Judaea,  but  in  many  ancient  lands,  hast  shown  the 
might  of  priesthoods  in  rearing  temples,  and  writing 
scriptures,  and  fashioning  nations  to  law ;  but  again  hast  poured 
forth  Thy  wrath  and  man's  hatred  upon  them,  when  they  turned 
the  truth  of  God  into  greediness  :  Grant  us  the  grace  of  humility 
to  cherish  wisdom,  and  to  obey  righteousness,  making  a  difference 
between  the  holy  and  the  unhallowed  ;  but  let  not  true  prophets 
be  wanting  among  us  to  teach  that  all  souls  are  precious  in  Thy 
sight,  arid  that  prayer  is  holier  than  incense,  and  obedience  better 
than  oblation.  Even  so  dwell  among  us,  Lord,  by  Thy  lively 
Spirit,  that  the  congregation  may  be  holy  in  Thy  sight,  and  that 
we  may  be  Thy  people,  and  Thou  our  God  for  ever. 
Grant  this  prayer,  O  Lord.

ETERNAL  God,  who  gavest  to  the  Greek  a  lyre,  and  to 
the  Romans  a  sword,  suffering  the  wise  of  Hellas  to  behold 
beauty,  and  the  strong  men  of  Rome  to  govern  the  world  ; 
yet  Thou,  when  both  had  fallen  from  Thee  by  evil  lusts  and 
selfishness,  didst  cast  off  both  alike,  and  give  them  over  to  delusion 
and  slavery :  Grant  us  grace  in  Thy  holy  fear  to  learn,  that  by  the 
Spirit  of  our  God  is  understanding  ;  and  whereas  through  our  own 
perverseness  we  are  entangled  and  hindered  in  running  the  race 
of  all  virtue  which  is  set  before  us,  raise  up,  we  pray  Thee,  Thy 
power,  and  come  among  us,  and  with  great  might  succour  us, 
that  being  delivered  from  an  evil  mind,  and  enlightened  by  Thy 
Holy  Spirit,  we  may  both  know  our  duty,  and  perform  the  same 
to  Thy  honour,  who  art  our  living  Strength,  and  our  Lord.

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THE    DECEMBER    HOLY    DAY. 

Being  the  old  festival  of  seed-time,  but  no?u  set  apart  for  the  remem- 
brance of  the  birth  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  and  so  commonly  called 
Christmas. 

GOD,  who  yearly  makest  us  glad  with  friends  and  joy  in 
our  homes,  and  hast  also  brought  to  our  remembrance  the 
birth  of  Thy  Holy  Child  Jesus,  who  living  and  dying  in 
the  weakness  of  the  flesh,  was  owned  Thy  Son  by  the  power  of  the 
Spirit :  we  bless  Thee  for  His  great  humility,  and  pray  to  become 
partakers  of  His  glorious  life,  holding  fast  the  freedom  which  He 
wrought  for  men  from  all  defilement  of  sin,  and  from  all  bondage 
of  the  soul ;  and  we  beseech  Thee  so  to  consecrate  us  to  Thy 
service,  that  through  Thy  gift  we  may  be  Thy  children,  and  be 
one  with  Christ  in  mind,  as  He  is  one  with  Thee  our  Father  for 

ever.

The  Counsel. 

GOD,  who  in  sundry  times  and  in  divers  manners  spake  in  time  past 
by  priests  and  lawgivers,  as  by  mediators ;  now  in  the  fulness  of 
time  speaks  unto  us  as  a  father  to  his  children.     The  slaying  of  beasts  of 
old  was  only  a  sign  of  the  offering  of  ourselves  ;  and  the  office  of  the  priest 
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showed  that  whoever  draws  nigh  to  God  should  keep  himself  holy.  Every 
teacher  is  a  priest,  and  every  priest  should  teach  by  persuasion.  In 
leading  of  the  heart  is  the  true  priest's  power,  and  the  consent  of  conscience 
is  his  authority.  Nor  is  the  law  so  holy  by  compulsion,  as  by  righteous- 
ness ;  but  the  might  of  the  legislator  is  the  right  of  the  people.  But  when 
lawyers  wrest  justice,  and  priests  forget  holiness,  the  salt  loses  its  savour. 
When  teachers  exalt  themselves  in  pride,  and  care  not  if  the  learners  learn 
rightly,  the  end  of  learning  is  lost.  But  all  things  are  for  man,  and  man  is 
for  God.  Humanity  was  before  any  nation,  and  man's  heart  will  survive 
when  its  idols  are  broken.  But  when  Jesus  saw  the  Sabbath  become  a 
yoke,  He  said,  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man -.  . 


ON    A    DAY    OF    BAPTISM    OR    SACRAMENT. 

GOD,  who  to  those  whom  Thy  grace  has  chosen,  showest 
Thyself  the  Father  of  our  spirits,  not  fashioned  in  stone, 
nor  bound  by  temples  made  with  hands,  but  dwelling  in 
man's  heart,  and  yet  filling  the  heavens  with  Thy  majesty:  yet 
Thou  teachest  Thy  children,  who  behold  Thee  with  the  eyes  of 
understanding,  to  be  baptized  with  water,  and  obedient  to  the  forms 
of  man  :  Grant  us  the  grace  of  meekness-  in  humility  to  fulfil  all 
righteousness  ;  but  so  bathe  us,  O  Lord,  in  the  bath  of  Thy  Holy 
Spirit,  and  so  enable  us  to  offer  our  lives  in  the  sacrament  of  charity, 
that  we  may  praise  Thee  in  heart,  and  worship  Thee  with  under- 
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standing  ;  while  Thou  givest  us  in  godliness  the  blessing  of  the 
truth  which  is  now,  and  of  that  which  shall  be  eternal. 
Grant  this  prayer,   O  Lord, 

The  Counsel,  Romans  iv.  6 — 13. 

DAVID  also  describeth  the  blessedness  of  the  man,  unto  whom  God 
imputeth  righteousness  without  works,  saying,  Blessed  are  they 
whose  iniquities  are  forgiven,  and  whose  sins  are  covered.  Blessed  is  the 
man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not  impute  sin.  Cometh  this  blessedness 
then  upon  the  circumcision  only,  or  upon  the  uncircumcision  also  ?  for  we 
|  say  that  faith  was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteousness.  How  was 
it  then  reckoned  ?  when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in  uncircumcision  ? 
Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he  received  the  sign  of 
circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had,  yet 
being  uncircumcised  :  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that  believe, 
though  they  be  not  circumcised ;  that  righteousness  might  be  imputed 
unto  them  also  :  and  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not 
of  the  circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that  faith  of 
our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being  yet  uncircumcised.  For  the 
promise,  that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was  not  to  Abraham,  or 
to  his  seed,  through  the  law,  but  through  the  righteousness  of  faith. 

The  Story,  Acts  x.  25 — 46. 

AS    Peter  was  coming  in,  Cornelius   met  him,  and  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  and  worshipped  him.     But  Peter  took  him  up,  saying,  Stand 
up ;  I  myself  also   am  a  man.      And  as  he  talked  with  him  he  went  in,

and  found  many  that  were  come  together.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye 
know  how  that  it  is  an  unlawful  thing  for  a  man  that  is  a  Jew  to  keep 
company,  or  come  unto  one  of  another  nation ;  but  God  hath  showed  me 
that  I  should  not  call  any  man  common  or  unclean.  Therefore  came  I 
unto  you  without  gainsaying,  as  soon  as  I  was  sent  for  :  I  ask  therefore, 
for  what  intent  ye  have  sent  for  me  ?  And  Cornelius  said,  Four  days  ago 
I  was  fasting  until  this  hour  ;  and  at  the  ninth  hour  I  prayed  in  my 
house,  and,  behold,  a  man  stood  before  me  in  bright  clothing,  and  said, 
Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard,  and  thine  alms  are  had  in  remembrance  in  the 
sight  of  God.  Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  and  call  hither  Simon,  whose 
surname  is  Peter ;  he  is  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  Simon  a  tanner  by  the 
sea  side :  who,  when  he  cometh,  shall  speak  unto  thee.  Immediately 
therefore  I  sent  to  thee ;  and  thou  hast  well  done  that  thou  art  come. 
Now  therefore  are  we  all  here  present  before  God,  to  hear  all  things  that 
are  commanded  thee  of  God. 

Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that 
God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  :  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  Him, 
and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  Him.  The  word  which  God 
sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ :  (He  is 
Lord  of  all :)  that  word,  I  say,  ye  know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judsea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John  preached  ; 
how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with 
power :  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed 
of  the  devil ;  for  God  was  with  Him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things 
which  He  did  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem  ;  whom 
they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree  :  Him  God  raised,  up  the  third  day,  and 
showed  Him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen 
before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  Him  after  He  rose 
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from  the  dead.  And  He  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to 
testify  that  it  is  He  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  Him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through  His 
name  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 

While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all  them 
which  heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the  circumcision  which  believed  were 
astonished,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles 
also  was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  they  heard  them 
speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 

A    COLLECT   OF    GOD'S   REVELATION  AMONGST    THE    NATIONS. 

GOD,  who,  by  many  leadings  of  conscience  and  fore- 
boding of  Thy  most  holy  fear,  hast  manifested  Thy  truth 
in  diverse  manners  amongst  the  nations,  mercifully  grant 
that  we,  who  by  faith  know  Thee  now  in  part,  may  after  this  life 
have  the  enjoyment  of  Thy  glorious  Godhead  ;  and  by  love  know 
Thee,  even  as  now  we  are  known,  according  to  the  grace  and  truth 
which  dwelt  in  Christ  Jesus,  Thy  Son. 

So  be  it,  O  Lord. 

The  Counsel,  Ephesians  ii.   18 — Hi.  7. 

THROUGH  Him  we  both  have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the  Father. 
Now  therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  foreigners,  but  fellow- 
citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of  God ;  and  are  built  upon 
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the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the 
chief  corner  stone;  in  whom  all  the  building  fitly  framed  together  groweth 
unto  an  holy  temple  in  the  Lord  :  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together 
for  an  habitation  of  God  through  the  Spirit. 

For  this  cause  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ  for  you  Gentiles, 
if  ye  have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given 
me  to  you-ward :  how  that  by  revelation  He  made  known  unto  me  the 
mystery  (as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words,  whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  may 
understand  my  knowledge  in  the  mystery  of  Christ)  which  in  other  ages 
was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  His 
holy  apostles  and  prophets  by  the  Spirit ;  that  the  Gentiles  should  be 
ellow-heirs,  and  of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of  His  promise  in  Christ 
by  the  gospel :  whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of 
the  grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  His  power. 

The  Story  y  Acts  xvii.  22 — 31. 

THEN  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars'  hill,  and  said,  Ye  men  of 
Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are  too  superstitious.  For 
as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld  your  devotions,  I  found  an  altar  with  this 
inscription,  TO  THE  UNKNOWN  GOD.  Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly 
worship,  Him  declare  I  unto  you.  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things 
therein,  seeing  that  He  is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples 
made  with  hands  ;  neither  is  worshipped  with  men's  hands,  as  though  He 
needed  anything,  seeing  He  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath,  and  all  things ; 
and  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face 
of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined  the  times  before  appointed,  and  the 
bounds  of  their  habitation ;  that  they  should  seek  the  Lord,  if  haply  they 
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might  feel  after  Him,  and  find  Him,  though  He  be  not  far  from  every  one  of 
us :  For  in  Him  we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being ;  as  certain  also  of 
your  own  poets  have  said,  For  we  are  also  His  offspring.  Forasmuch  then 
as  we  are  the  offspring  of  God,  we  ought  not  to  think  that  the  Godhead  is 
like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone,  graven  by  art  and  man's  device.  And 
the  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at ;  but  now  commandeth  all  men 
everywhere  to  repent ;  because  He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  He 
will  judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by  that  man  whom  He  hath  ordained; 
whereof  He  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  He  hath  raised  Him 
from  the  dead. 

A   PRATER  FOR  ABSTINENCE  AND  FORBEARANCE. 

GOD,  whose  blessed  Son  became  obedient  to  the  law  for 
man,  and  underwent  hunger  and  thirst  in  doing  Thy  will, 
and  fulfilling  all  righteousness,  give  us  grace  in  all  patience 
and  temperance  so  to  bear  and  forbear,  that,  our  flesh  being  subdued 
to  the  spirit,  we  may  ever  obey  Thy  holy  guidance  and  control,  in 
all  righteousness,  purity,  and  soberness,  who  art  our  Father  and 
our  King,  world  without  end. 

So  be  it,  O  Lord.

The  Counsel,  Romans  xiv.  I — 1 8. 

IM  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye,  but  not  to  doubtful  disputa- 
tions.    For   one   believeth  that   he  may  eat  all  things  :   another, 
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who  is  weak,  eateth  herbs.  Let  not  him  that  eateth  despise  him  that 
eateth  not ;  and  let  not  him  which  eateth  not  judge  him  that  eateth:  for 
God  hath  received  him.  Who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  man's  servant? 
to  his  own  master  he  standeth  or  falleth.  Yea,  he  shall  be  holden  up  :  for 
God  is  able  to  make  him  stand.  One  man  esteemeth  one  day  above 
another  :  another  esteemeth  every  day  alike.  Let  every  man  be  fully  per- 
suaded in  his  own  mind.  He  that  regardeth  the  day,  regardeth  it  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  he  that  regardeth  not  the  day,  to  the  Lord  he  doth  not  regard 
it.  v  He  that  eateth,  eateth  to  the  Lord,  for  he  giveth  God  thanks ;  and  he 
that  eateth  not,  to  the  Lord  he  eateth  not,  and  giveth  God  thanks.  For 
none  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to  himself.  For  whether 
we  live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord ;  and  whether  we  die,  we  die  unto  the  Lord : 
whether  we  live  therefore,  or  die,  we  are  the  Lord's.  For  to  this  end  Christ 
both  died,  and  rose,  and  revived,  that  He  might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead 
and  living.  But  why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why  dost  thou  set 
at  nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment-seat  of 
Christ.  For  it  is  written,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee  shall  bow  to 
me,  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God.  So  then  every  one  of  us  shall 
give  account  of  himself  to  God.  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another 
any  more  :  but  judge  this  rather,  that  no  man  put  a  stumbling-block  or  an 
occasion  to  fall  in  his  brother's  way.  I  know,  and  am  persuaded  by  the 
Lord  Jesus,  that  there  is  nothing  unclean  of  itself :  but  to  him  that 
esteemeth  anything  to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean.  But  if  thy  brother 
be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkest  thou  not  charitably.  Destroy  not 
him  with  thy  meat,  for  whom  Christ  died.  Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil 
spoken  of :  for  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink  ;  but  righteous- 
ness, and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  he  that  in  these  things 
serveth  Christ,  is  acceptable  to  God,  and  approved  of  men. 
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The  Story,  That  of  Sakya  practising  asceticism,  and  outgrowing  it.*

[HY  Law,  O  God,  is  holy:  Thou  art  pure,  therefore  let 
us  purify  ourselves.  Enter  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit  into 
my  heart,  and  cast  forth  thereof,  O  Lord,  whatsoever 
is  displeasing  to  Thee;  and  when  Thou  hast  purged  it,  keep 
it,  guarding  it  by  Thy  -almighty  power,  that  the  strong  man  armed 
may  never  more  return. 
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[HOU,  O  God,  shalt  call  us  to  account  for  every  idle  word. 
Keep  therefore,  I  pray,  the  door  of  my  lips,  that  I  may 
not  offend  in  my  speech  against  piety  to  Thee,  or 
charity  to  my  neighbour.  Pour  evermore  about  me  such  a  sense 
of  Thy  divine  presence,  that  I  may  speak  nothing  but  what  may 
be  heard  without  offence  by  the  ever-living  watchers  about  Thy 
heavenly  throne,  and  what  I  may  be  reminded  oi  at  the  last  day 
without  trembling  before  Thee,  my  Judge.  Let  my  speech  tend 
not  ;to  my  own  vanity,  still  less  to  the  hurt  or  scandal  of  others ; 
but  let  it  be  seasoned  with  grace,  and  breathing  of  piety,  so  that 
the  fruit  of  my  lips  may  be  to  Thy  glory,  and  to  the  edification 
of  myself  and  others. 


[HOU  hast  commanded  us  to  work,  for  tJie  night  cometh. 
Give  us  therefore  strength  and  Christian  manliness,  to 
shake  off  the  load  of  sloth  and  indolence,  that  we  may 
put  out  Thy  talents  to  usury,  and  have  wherewithal  to  meet  Thee 
when  Thou  requirest  Thine  own  again.  Let* not  day  utter  to  day 
its  weary  speech  of  hours  misspent,  opportunities  wasted,  and 
energies  of  mind  and  body  dying  down  into  slumber  in  the  lap  of 
this  sinful  world.  Let  not  the  night  find  us  ashamed  of  our  task 
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neglected,  our  duty  undone,  lest  the  night  of  death  come  upon  us 
suddenly  unprepared.  Rather  nerve  Thou  our  minds  with  new 
vigour;  quicken  our  palsied  souls  by  the  in-breathing  of  Thy 
heavenly  Spirit,  and  let  us  arise  and  work.  Even  to-day,  O  Father, 
let  us  husband  our  hours,  and  apply  ourselves  to  the  duty  of  our 
stations.  Forbid  us  to  wait  idly  till  Thou  hire  us  ;  but  if  Thy  vine- 
yard be  open,  let  us  enter  in ;  or  if  the  gate  seem  shut,  let  us  give 
attention  to  reading  and  meditation,  and  brace  our  souls  by  the 
vigour  of  sober  discipline,  until  Thy  providence  call  us  to  what- 
ever Thy  wisdom  shall  appoint  hereafter.  Surely  Thou  hast 
left  no  man  without  duty,  but  daily  callest  upon  us  to  work, 
or  to  prepare  ourselves  for  working.  Most  humbly  therefore  and 
earnestly  do  I  resolve,  trusting  in  Thy  might,  to  employ  this 
day  in  Thy  service.  Bless  Thou  my  resolution,  and  give  me 
physical  strength  and  spiritual  determination  to  use  it ;  that  I  may 
not  be  as  the  wicked  and  slothful  servant.  I  know,  O  heavenly 
Father,  that  those  also  serve  who  only  stand  and  wait,  and  that 
Thou  canst  bless  us  even  in  all  disappointment;  but  forbid  me 
to  use  these  true  thoughts  as  encouragements  to  false-hearted 
sloth;  and  if  it  be  possible,  Thou  who  didst  hear  the  prayer  of 
Solomon,  and  who  evermore  helpest  them  that  cry  unto  Thee, 
bless  me  also  to  do  some  good  work  in  my  generation,  that  I  may 
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adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  my  Saviour,  and  be  a  fruitful  branch 
in  that  heavenly  vine,  which  He  evermore  upholds  with  His 
mighty  hand. 


jHOU,  O  God,  hast  said,  Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not. 
Most  mercifully  hast  Thou  saved  us  from  being  swallowed 
up  by  reproach  of  conscience,  in  thus  taking  cognizance  of 
our  infirmities.  Enlarge  therefore  Thy  mercy,  that  we  may  indeed 
sin  not.  It  is  of  pride  that  we  are  daily  angry,  and  make  quarrels 
of  little  differences,  and  sins  of  quarrels — we  neither  remember  in 
humility  our  own  weakness,  nor  in  charity  our  brother's  worthiness, 
but  blindly  rush  into  strife,  provoking  the  gainsayer,  and  requiting 
railing  with  worse  railing.  Keep  Thou,  O  Lord,  the  issues  of  our 
hearts  and  the  gate  of  our  lips,  that  we  may  not  be  easily  pro- 
voked, nor  break  out  into  clamour  and  reproach.  Thou  only,  O 
God,  art  justly  angered  and  yet  free  from  the  infirmity  of  anger 
— Vengeance  is  Thine,  Thou  shalt  repay. 

Give  us  then  Thy  grace  to  reflect  constantly  that  we  can  suffer 
no  reproach  which  we  have  not  deserved,  and  that  anger  should 
have  no  place  on  our  part ;  or  if  we  are  tempted  to  be  angry,  for  the 
sake  of  the  right,  teach  us  that  the  followers  of  Christ  are  made 
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perfect  through  suffering — We  triumph  by  yielding,  and  it  is  our 
glory  to  bear  offence  meekly.  Whensoever  therefore  our  neighbour 
doeth  wrong,  let  us  take  care  to  do  right;  when  we  are  insulted  or 
reproached,  let  us  find  means  of  becoming  great  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  by  being  little  here,  and  of  enhancing  our  crown  by  kissing 
the  cross.  So  let  us  be  as  one  that  is  dumb,  and  in  whose  mouth 
are  no  reproofs,  because  Thou,  Lord,  shalt  answer  for  us,  and  plead 
Thine  own  cause.  But,  alas !  it  is  our  own  pride  and  passion  which 
deludes  us  in  the  form  of  Christian  zeal.  Humble  us,  therefore,  and 
save  us  by  love  or  fear.  ...  So  with  modest  gravity  and  gracious 
courtesy,  free  both  from  idle  levity  and  sordid  ends,  let  us  make 
smooth  the  way  of  our  brother,  not  giving  and  not  taking  offence, 
but  abiding  under  Thy  shadow,  and  kept  privily  in  Thy  tabernacle 
from  the  strife  of  tongues. 


|HOU  hast  bidden  us,  Purify  ourselves  even  as  Thoti  art 
pure.  How  then  shall  we  stand  before  Thee?  How 
shall  we  escape  the  corruption  which  is  in  the  world  by 
lust?  Wretched  men  that  we  are,  who  shall  deliver  us  from  this 
body  of  death  ?  Lord,  lift  Thou  up  the  light  of  Thy  countenance 
upon  us.  Rule  our  ways  according  to  Thy  word  ;  and  let  us  make 
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a  covenant  with  our  senses,  that  they  be  not  gates  and  avenues  of 
evil.  Purge  our  eyes  and  our  ears,  to  be  open  to  things  spiritual, 
and  dead  to  things  carnal.  Chasten  our  lighter  moments  with 
remembrance  of  Thy  awful  power;  and  fill  up  our  solitude  with 
a  guard  of  angels  and  a  sober  stream  of  holy  thoughts,  that  we 
may  have  communion  with  Thee.  Open  before  us  the  gates  of 
heaven,  and  show  us,  not  in  terror,  but  in  mercy,  the  intermediate 
passage  of  death  and  judgment,  that  our  hopes  and  desires  being 
concentrated  on  things  eternal,  we  may  not  be  dazzled  by  the  lustre 
nor  haunted  by  the  defilement  of  anything  temporal. 


[HOU  hast  bidden  us,  Be  careful  for  nothing.  Whereas  our 
thoughts  and  desires  are  ever  wandering  forward  from  the 
duties  which  are  before  us — we  take  thought  for  many 
years  to  come,  being  anxious  for  men's  praise,  or  for  reward,  for 
marriage  or  ease,  for  dignity  and  a  sphere  of  action  as  large  as  our 
vanity.  Father,  forgive  our  blind  impatience  ;  chasten  our  thoughts 
by  attention  to  present  duties,  and  expectation  of  Thy  judgment  in 
Thy  eternal  kingdom  Let  us  be  more  anxious  to  be  faithful  in  that 
which  is  little,  than  to  have  that  which  is  greater  committed  to  us. 
Daily  let  me  do  my  duty  to  those  with  whom  Thou  hast  connected 
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my  lot,  neither  giving  nor  taking  offence,  but  with  gracious  cour- 
tesy, free  from  sordid  ends  and  servile  flattery,  free  from  anger 
and  pride,  minister  to  them  according  to  their  wants,  and  (striving 
to  improve  them)  improve  myself.  So,  being  earnestly  and  calmly 
bent  upon  my  duty,  and  enjoying  from  Thy  Holy  Spirit  sanctifica- 
tion  and  peace  of  conscience,  let  all  vain  desires  and  anxieties 
fall  from  my  mind;  let  me  have  faith  to  trust  Thy  providence,  and 
humility  to  bow  under  Thy  dispensation,  and  evermore  realize  in 
the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  the  prayer 
of  our  Lord:  "Father,  not  my  will,  but  Thine  be  done" 


HOU  hast  said  of  him  who  would  fain  see  good  days, 
"Let  him  refrain  his  tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips, 
that  he  speak  no  gtdle.  Doubtless,  O  heavenly  Father, 
imitating  ever,  and  looking  up  to  Thee,  we  should  refrain  our  tongue 
from  all  that  is  evil  in  itself,  and  all  that  savours  of  this  lower 
atmosphere  of  strife  and  selfishness  and  blindness.  So  in  patience 
possessing  our  soul,  we  should  refrain  from  the  strife  of  tongues, 
from  the  outbursts  of  levity,  the  sarcasm  of  ill-nature,  and  the 
sneer  which  may  hurt  our  brother.  .  .  .  O  heavenly  Father, 
calmed  and  hallowed  by  Thy  abiding  presence,  let  us  not  obtrude 
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anything  of  our  old  selves  upon  our  neighbour,  but  let  our  mind 
look  forth  in  actions  full  of  graciousness  inspired  and  taught  by 
Thy  love,  hearing  calmly  whatsoever  others  say,  and  sending  forth 
in  answer  words  the  messengers  of  peace  and  givers  of  joy,  or 
else  abiding  in  meek  and  courteous  silence.  So  do  Thou  keep 
us  ever  privily  in  Thy  tabernacle  from  the  strife  of  tongues ; 
so  in  sincerity  let  us  speak  no  guile,  but  grow  in  graciousness, 
and  in  the  communion  of  saints,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Furthermore,  forgive  us  all  we  have  said  wrong  in  times  past, 
and  bless  with  Thy  especial  goodness  whomsoever  I  have  hurt  or 
offended  in  thought,  word,  or  deed.  Amen.

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comprehend  what  is  best  in  both  my  own  life  and  my  neighbour's, 
and  in  that  of  all  creatures,  let  me  ever  resign  myself  to  Thy  dis- 
posal, who  out  of  evil  bringest  good,  and  to  whom  our  prayer 
should  be  in  perfect  peace.  Give  us  what  Thou  seest  fit,  only  fit  us 
for  what  Thou  givest. 

GOD,  who  makest  cheerfulness  the  companion  of  strength, 
but  apt  to  take  wings  in  time  of  sorrow,  we  humbly 
beseech  Thee  that  if  for  our  own  unworthiness,  or  in  Thy 
sovereign  wisdom,  Thou  sendest  weakness,  yet  for  Thy  mercy's  sake 
deny  us  not  the  comfort  of  patience.  Lay  not  more  upon  us,  O 
heavenly  Father,  than  Thou  wilt  enable  us  to  bear ;  and  since  the 
fretfulness  of  our  spirits  is  more  hurtful  than  the  heaviness  of  our 
burden,  grant  us  that  heavenly  calmness  which  comes  of  owning 
Thy  hand  in  all  things,  and  patience  in  the  trust  that  Thou  doest 
all  things  well. 

GOD,  the  receiver  of  our  souls,  and  the  comforter  of 
them  that  mourn,  whose  will  is  our  peace,  and  to 
whom  obedience  is  true  freedom  ;  grant  me  so  to 
be  led  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  I  may  be  free  from  vain  hopes 
and  repinings,  and  from  all  wrong  desires  ;  but  may  I  through 
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patience  have  experience,  and  through  experience  hope,  and  not 
be  ashamed  of  hoping  in  Thee,  our  Father  and  our  Friend, 
whose  holy  will  be  done  now  and  for  ever. 

FOR  PEACE,  WITH  A  CLEAN  CONSCIENCE. 
GOD,  who  puttest  into  our  hearts  such  deep  desire,  that 
we  cannot  be  at  peace  until  we  enjoy  the  feeling  of  Thy 
love ;  mercifully  grant,  that  tlie  unspeakable  'sighing  of 
our  souls'  need  may  not  go  unsatisfied  because  of  any  baser  appetite 
smothering  it,  or  of  any  accompanying  unrighteousness  of  heart, 
which  must  divide  us  from  the  All-holy  One ;  but  strengthen  us  to 
do  right  by  whomsoever  we  have  wronged  in  thought,  word,  or 
deed  ;  to  renounce  all  malicious  plans  or  wrong-doings  for  the 
future  ;  to  purge  our  thoughts  in  purity,  and  govern  our  appetites 
in  manly  soberness  ;  so  that  silent  prayer  being  joined  with  visible 
acting,  and  the  holy  yearning  of  our  soul  having  for  its  companion 
righteousness  of  heart,  we  may  have  no  bar  between  us  and  Thy 
glory,  but  enjoy  Thy  peace  which  passeth  understanding. 

FOR   CHARITY. 

GOD,  the  enlightener  of  men,  who  of  all  graces  givest 
the  most  abundant  blessing  upon  heavenly  love ;  we 
beseech  Thee  to  cleanse  us  from  selfishness,  and  grant 
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us  for  the  love  of  God,  so  to  love  our  brethren  that  we  may 
be  Thy  children  upon  earth  ;  and  thereby,  walking  in  Thy  truth, 
attain  to  Thy  unspeakable  joy,  who  art  the  giver  of  life  to  all 
who  truly  love  Thee. 

Grant  this  prayer,  O  Lord. 


FOR  FORGIVENESS  AND    TRUST. 

ORD,  who  searchest  the  heart,  and  understandest  our 
thoughts  from  the  beginning,  I  beseech  Thee,  for  Thy 
fatherly  goodness'  sake,  to  save  me  both  from  false 
peace  and  from  unreasonable  alarm.  Enable  me  to  discover  and 
cast  out  whatever  is  displeasing  to  Thee  in  my  heart,  and  to 
amend  whatever  is  amiss  in  my  life  ;  and  do  Thou,  who  lovest  us 
better  than  we  know,  forgive  me  all  is  past,  both  blotting 
out  the  stain,  and  setting  me  free  from  the  power  of  evil.

sins,  blot  all  our  past  offences  out  ,of  Thy  book,  and  give  us  again 
Thy  peace  all  the  days  of  our  life. 
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Neither  let  men  ever  fail  to  be  born  in  our  commonwealth  who 
from  time  to  time  may  deliver  us  from  evil,  either  resisting  our 
enemies,  or  teaching  Thy  holy  truth  in  its  simplicity.
